Armed 

Robbery

A gay male couple say they barely rebuffed two 
would-be robbers, one of whom had a handgun, 
shortly after they left the Castro Street Fair Sunday, 
October 1. One of the victims also reported an 
assailant sliced him with a hunting knife during the 
attack. 

David Crain told the Bay Area Reporter he and 
Bob Pitman were in the area of 15th and Noe at 
about 9:30 p.m. when the two men accosted them. 

The assailants approached the gay couple from 
behind and demanded the pair turn over their wal¬ 
lets. According to Crane, one of the men pulled up 
his T-shirt to reveal that he was armed with a short- 
barreled handgun, and the other displayed a hunt¬ 
ing knife in his waist band and drew it from its 
sheath. 

“When I saw the guy with the gun, I knew that 
we would be shot if I gave him my wallet,” Crain 
recalled. 

Crain said he ran to a car that was passing less 
than 15 feet from the incident and asked the driver 
to stop and help, but she refused - and in fact, sped 
off with his hand still on her car’s window ledge. 

“I was spun to the ground and landed on my left 
side,” he said. 

Crain said that he instinctively put his hand up 
to ward off a knife strike as the assailant with a 
knife lunged at him, but the assailant managed to 
slice him in the elbow and kick him. 

Crain would not give up, however, and he called 
out as another car drove by for the driver to stop 
and help him. 

“He was very frightened, and he looked at me 
and said, ‘I’m sorry but I can’t stop,’ and sped on. 
He was a gay man,” Crain said. 

He told the Bay Area Reporter that after the sec-

October 
is Our

Rally Saturday To Support Gay Teachers 


’94 GOPs 
Gave TVC 
$35,000 

Implications may 
help Hamilton 
Square defendants

Openly lesbian and gay teach¬ 
ers and parents, teacher’s union 
officials, supporters of 
Community United Against 
Violence (CUAV), and other 
activists will hold a rally on 
Saturday, October 7 at Harvey 
Milk Plaza in support of two San 
Francisco teachers who face the 
loss of their teaching credentials. 

The Everett Middle School 
teachers could be stripped of their 
credentials to teach in California 
because of a parent’s complaint 


that the teachers allowed class¬ 
room speakers from a lesbian and 
gay anti-violence group to provide 
sixth grade students with alleged¬ 
ly explicit descriptions of gay sex. 

Bernal Heights carpenter 
Bruce Budnick, the father of Alice 
Budnick, who is now a high 
school student, filed the complaint 
against the teachers with the state 
teacher’s commission. 

One of the speakers about 
whom Budnick complained told 
the Bay Area Reporter that the 
April 1992 class was the third 
class he and a co-speaker had 


addressed that day. He dismissed 
as “blatant lies” claims that he told 
students that he wanted to have 
oral sex with sailors, and said 
there was “nothing out of the ordi¬ 
nary about the class presentation 
that day. 

“We speak about our own 
experiences as lesbians and gay 
people,” he said. “I talk about how 
I came out, how I told my parents 
and friends, what kinds of dis¬ 
crimination I’ve faced.” 

If questions about sex are 
asked, the speaker said, they are 
answered in language that is 


appropriate. 

“We don’t use slang. If some¬ 
one asks how we have sex, I say in 
the same way that heterosexuals 
have. By hugging and kissing and 
showing caring and trying to make 
our partners feel good. Oral sex, 
which is mouth-to-penis and anal 
sex, penis-to-anus,” he said. 

The speaker said that lesbian 
speakers from the program would 
answer questions about lesbian 
sex practices in the same factual 
manner.

Gay San Franciscan’s ‘Perfect’ 
Poem Is Moving on BART

A gay man’s poem that 
explores the grief and pain of los¬ 
ing a lover to AIDS is one of the 
first poems to be seen by tens of 
thousands of daily passengers in 
the recently inaugurated Bay Area 
Rapid Transit “Poetry In Transit” 
program. 

“Passenger,” a moving poem 
by the acclaimed San Francisco 
poet Edgar Poma, appears in 100 
BART cars throughout the system, 
BART special projects spokesman 
Jim McGrath told the Bay Area 
Reporter. 

According to McGrath, Poma’s 
poem was unanimously chosen by 
the judges of the poetry project, 
which was started in July by Bay 
Area resident and Poet Laureate 
of the United States, Robert Haas. 

“Of 264 entries submitted in 
the first cycle, ‘Passenger’ was the 
one poem that every one of the 
four judges agreed on. Everyone 
walked into the room and said 
‘I’ve found the perfect poem’ - 
and it turned out to be 
‘Passenger,’” McGrath told the 
Bay Area Reporter. 

The BART poetry project is 
funded internally by BART, which 
is donating hundreds of advertis¬ 


ing card slots on trains throughout 
the system. Eller Media 
Corporation, formerly Patrick, 
donated the graphics for the pro¬ 
ject, according to McGrath. 

Poma’s poetry has appeared in 
a variety of venues - including the 
San Francisco Chronicle - and the 
poet-playwright says that his 
poem came to him after he won¬ 
dered how he would cope if his 
lover of a decade, Rodney Wong, 
died of AIDS. 

“I’ve been in a relationship for 
ten years now, and although 
Rodney and I are healthy, I always 
have that ‘what if... ?’ question in 
the back of my mind: like what 
would I do if I lost him to AIDS? 
What would happen if he lost me 
to the disease? And after I started 
thinking of this stuff, the poem 
just came to me,” Poma, 36, told 
the Bay Area Reporter. 

Poma, who calls himself a 
“California farmboy who happens 
to live in San Francisco,” was 
bom and raised in Walnut Grove, 
a small town in the delta of the 
Sacramento River. 

Although BART is not a tradi¬ 
tional poetry outlet, many local 
transit agencies feature poetry and 
reproductions of art on buses and 
passenger vehicles. 


“A friend called me the other 
day and said she read my poem 
when she looked up from her news¬ 
paper and saw it between the 16th 
Street and 24th Street stations [in 
San Francisco]. That’s a great feel¬ 
ing, that poetry could be conveyed 
in a medium other than on paper or 
at an open mike,” Poma said. 

“Usually when I’m on a BART 
train and look up at one of the 
panels, I expect to read an HMO 
advertising - not a HOMO love 
poem,” he said. 

Poma says he wanted to 
accomplish several goals with the 
poem - including making “insu¬ 
lated suburban business execu¬ 
tives” on a crowded commuter 
train “a captive audience.” 

“But at the same time,” he said, 
“I think poetry in BART trains is a 
great way for people to stop and 
think about how their own lives 
can relate to a poet’s feelings. 

“I don’t see the poems as a 
purely educational thing. I think 
straight people in the Bay Area in 
general are sophisticated about 
gay culture and ideas. 

‘1 hope that ‘Passenger’ takes 
them to another level and makes 
them explore their feelings about 
the universal like loss and vulner¬ 
ability and love,” Poma said. ▼ 


Shriver to leave Mobilization?

Mike Shriver, executive 
director of San Francisco’s 
Mobilization Against AIDS, 
reportedly will leave that orga¬ 
nization to become public poli¬ 
cy director of the National 
Association of People With 
AIDS (NAPWA) in 
Washington, DC. 


Shriver is believed to have 
submitted his letter of resigna¬ 
tion to the MAA board of 
directors earlier this week, 
giving them two months 
notice of his departure. He 
will start the new position in 
January. 

NAPWA spokesman Troy 
Petenbrink would only confirm 
to the B.A.R. that they are 


“negotiating a possible posi¬ 
tion for Mike here at 
NAPWA,” but “have not 
reached an agreement yet on 
anything.” 

Mobilization phones were 
on a recording Wednesday 
morning, and Shriver did not 
return a message left on his 
answering machine by press 
deadline. ▼

SF GOP Takes 

ACT UP/SF to Court Today

A preliminary hearing will be 
held in Department 11 of 
Municipal Court this morning 
(Thursday, October 5) at 9:30 for 
four ACT UP/San Francisco mem¬ 
bers charged with felony vandal¬ 
ism in a July 11 attack against the 
local Republican Party Central 
Committee headquarters. 

The hearing will determine 
whether there is enough evidence 
to charge the activists with 
felonies related to property dam¬ 
age stemming from the incident. 

In the July 11 incident, four 
activists invaded the Van Ness 
Ave. headquarters of the San 
Francisco GOP, hung effigies of 
Senator Jesse Helms, California 
Attorney General Dan Lungren, 
and Governor Pete Wilson from a 
balcony, and splashed oil-based 
paint on walls and office equip¬ 


ment, including computers and a 
printer. 

Property damage of more than 
$5,000 is a state felony - and dam¬ 
age estimates will determine 
whether the activists will face 
municipal trial or felony prosecu¬ 
tion by District Attorney Arlo 
Smith. 

Gay Republican activist Chris 
Bowman told the Bay Area 
Reporter the damages estimates are 
central to the case - and reiterated 
that Republican party estimates are 
more than the amount needed to 
charge the crime as a felony. 

“Our estimates of the damages 
are between $7,000 and $8,000 
dollars. Their individual attorneys 
are trying to dispute the amount,” 
Bowman said. 

“We spent more than ten days 
repainting the office.” 

Bowman also said the 
Republican headquarters planned 


to vacate the premises as soon as 
another location could be found. 

“We plan to move soon for 
security reasons. There’s just no 
way to defend this place,” 
Bowman said. 

He said that the Central 
Committee is still intent upon “full 
restitution” for the damages, and 
wanted restraining orders against 
each of the defendants as part of 
any probation. 

“We just want them to stay 
away,” he said. 

Bowman said that SF Log 
Cabin President Steve Fong and 
others had received threatening 
phone calls related to the incident. 

“But we’re moderates,” he 
said. “We have nothing to do with 
Jesse Helms, and we fight that ele¬ 
ment of our party tooth and nail 
and every step of the way. They 
just don’t seem to understand 
that.” ▼ 


Public Forum Held To Air 
Pacific Center Staff Grievances

About 100 people turned out in 
Oakland Sunday, October 1, either 
to resolve long-standing conflicts 
between the board of directors and 
staff of the Pacific Center for 
Human Growth in Berkeley, or to 
elect an entirely new board. 

No decision was made by 
presstime, but parties from both 
sides told the Bay Area Reporter 
that the public airing attracted suf¬ 
ficient community members to 
bring about a future resolution. 

“There was a lot of community 
support for another meeting,” said 
Thelma Garza, Director of 
Volunteer Services. Garza and staff 
members have complained that the 
lack of a long-range fundraising 
plan by the board of directors 
threatens the longterm stability of 
the 22-year-old Pacific Center. 

“Communication has virtually 
broken down between the board 
and the staff,” said Garza. She 
acknowledged that services con¬ 
tinue at the centers unabated. 

Currently, the Telegraph 
Avenue facility specializes in low- 
cost psychotherapy for the gay, 
lesbian, bisexual, and transgender 


community in the East Bay. Board 
President and Interim Executive 
Director Robert Fuentes estimated 
that Pacific Center sees 300 peo¬ 
ple annually in a clinical setting, 
and answers 5,000 phone calls 
annually on its sexual minority 
switchboard, at their Berkeley, 
Walnut Creek and Redwood City 
centers. The Berkeley center holds 
approximately 20 peer support 
groups along with a number of 12- 
step and recovery groups. 

At Sunday’s meeting, staff 
again called for the resignation of 
the entire board, to be replaced by 
undisclosed individuals. Fuentes 
commented to the B.A.R. after¬ 
wards, “It was very clear that 
there were two different opinions 
about how to deal with the finan¬ 
cial situation at the Pacific 
Center.” The board, he said, is not 
going to resign, partly because the 
Pacific Center would cease to 
exist as a legal entity, and also 
because it disagrees with the 
staff’s opinion about mismanage¬ 
ment. Fundraising efforts have 
been vigorous and ongoing, 
Fuentes told the B.A.R. 

“I personally am saddened that 
we are both, essentially, at each 


other’s throats,” spending energy 
on infighting rather than on pro¬ 
viding services with the Pacific 
Center’s annual $320,000 operat¬ 
ing budget, he said. “They may 
think they have community sup¬ 
port, but it’s the board that decides 
how to dump itself,” Fuentes 
remarked. The by-laws would 
have to be changed to alter this 
policy of voluntary resignations, 
he said. 

Garza told the Bay Area 
Reporter that such a change in the 
by-laws might come about when 
the anticipated community sup¬ 
port materializes. The biggest 
accomplishment from the meet¬ 
ing, she said, is that the communi¬ 
ty was informed about details of 
the problem. People found out, 
she said, “that we need their help, 
and they have expressed a very 
enthusiastic response to getting 
involved. 

“There were a number of pro¬ 
fessionals there who were willing 
to come on board.” ▼ 

The next meeting date 
was set as Sunday, Novem¬ 
ber 5. For more information

HUD To Hear E. Bay 
PWA Housing Complaint

Three Berkeley men with 
AIDS say they have edged closer 
to getting a fair housing complaint 
investigated by the San Francisco 
regional office of Housing and 
Urban Development. 

Earl Baldock, Michael Tinker, 
and John Iversen filed a complaint 
late last May after the Berkeley 
City Council turned down Rose 
House, a housing project for 
PWAs. The city responded to 
community outcry when Rose 
Street failed to pass a council 
vote, by setting up an AIDS 
Housing Task Force with a 
$500,000 allotment. Those recom¬ 
mendations are expected out by 
December, but AIDS housing 
organizers remain skeptical that 


they can deliver a useful product 
to PWAs in need of housing. 

Berkeley-based Housing 
Rights Advocates Director Mary 
Ann Wallace said, “What they’re 
shooting for is maybe some units 
scattered all over the city of 
Berkeley. An important part of the 
project on Rose Street was that it 
would have had services attached 
to it.’’ She pointed out that a Rose 
House-type facility would prevent 
public health nurses - who would 
ultimately have to be hired to sup¬ 
port AIDS housing - from wasting 
too much time getting from site to 
site. 

Wallace observed that the city 
of Berkeley would end up allocat¬ 
ing just as much or even more 
than the $40,000 requested by 
Resources for Community 


Development for the Rose Street 
house. The city council claimed 
that the $800,000 price tag was 
the reason for turning the project 
down. 

HUD spokesman John Phillips 
told the Bay Area Reporter , “An 
attempt would he made to concili¬ 
ate the differences” at a future 
meeting. “If that fails and an 
investigation continues, and HUD 
finds in favor of plaintiffs, then 
both parties can go before an 
administrative law judge or feder¬ 
al district court.” 

According to Iversen, if the 
plaintiffs win they will demand 
full implementation of a Rose 
Street-type house. “We want a 
ten-person supportive home in 
Berkeley for people with AIDS,” 
he told the B.A.R. T 


Prick up your ears 

Free Acupuncture for PWAs

Acupuncture to the ear has 
become so popular among San 
Francisco people with HIV/AIDS 
that a local clinic began offering it 
for free yesterday, just to cut its 
year-long waiting list. 

Howard Moffett, director of 
the HIV Program at The American 
College of Traditional Chinese 
Medicine, explained, “In the past 
we have had to wait-list these peo¬ 
ple and that’s not very helpful. 
People have had to wait up to a 
year to receive acupuncture, and 
this is unacceptable.” 

The number of HIV/AIDS 
agency case workers who have 
referred clients for ear acupunc¬ 
ture at ACTCM has increased 
since it began receiving funding 
through the city Department of 
Public Health AIDS Office and 
Ryan White funding, Moffett said. 

The city, he told the B.A.R ., has 


plans to expand these services, but 
at this point that’s all they are. 
With the new service, scheduled 
for Wednesdays between 9 a.m. 
and noon, beginning October 4, 
ACTCM acupuncturists will treat 
up to 20 people at a time. 

“All persons with HIV are wel¬ 
come to drop in, receive free 
acupuncture, learn about Chinese 
medicine and HIV, and get sup¬ 
port for living with HIV,” he said. 

The acupuncture focused just 
on the ears works by inducing a 
state of deep relaxation, very 
much like yoga or meditation. 
Moffet said when the needles are 
inserted into key points of the 
body they stimulate the parasym¬ 
pathetic nerve system; this essen¬ 
tially “resets” the body, helping to 
cleanse out the buildup of toxins 
from the cocktail of medications 
that HIV/AIDS clients are fre¬ 
quently prescribed, he said. 

The importance of this passive 


treatment for people with 
HIV/AIDS cannot be overstated, 
he said. “Retroviral [medications] 
work on the virus,” he said, “but 
what are we doing to take care of 
the body? What do we have to 
strengthen and nourish the body?” 

With the ear acupuncture treat¬ 
ments, said Moffet, “We have 
seen an alleviation of symptoms 
common to HIV: fatigue, 
headaches, abdominal pain, nau¬ 
sea, and swollen lymph glands.” 
Plus, clients report that they feel 
much better, which in turn allows 
them to enjoy life. 

Ear acupuncture has also been 
effectively used to control sub¬ 
stance abuse with one program in 
place at the County Jail. ▼

ACRC Recalls, Celebrates, Plans

The AIDS Community 
Research Consortium’s HIV 
Clinical Research Center, situated 
in the center of Redwood City, 
recently used a $75,000 capital 
grant from AmFAR (American 
Foundation for AIDS Research) to 
expand its quarters, remodel the 
layout to be more efficient, redec¬ 
orate, and furnish much-needed 
equipment, such as a freezer and a 
centrifuge. With treatment rooms, 
communication facilities, and 
plentiful office space, the head¬ 
quarters is now much better pre¬ 
pared to accommodate its 
enlarged service area. 

About 100 supporters, well- 
wishers, and staff gathered at the 
newly expanded and renovated 
facility Thursday, September 28 to 
celebrate its completion and the 
development of its functions; 
inspect the improvements; recog¬ 
nize those most responsible for the 
operation’s success; and acknowl¬ 
edge the history of the effort and 
the probabilities for ACRC’s 
future. 

In its eight-year history, ACRC 
has conducted treatment trials on a 
great variety of new drugs for the 
treatment of HIV-infected patients - 


the number of which has grown 
from six per year to 29. Santa Cruz 
County has joined San Mateo and 
Santa Clara as ACRC participants, 
and according to Executive Director 
Michael Edell, both Salinas and 
Monterey counties have shown 
interest in participating. The motto 
of the organization from its begin¬ 
ning has been “Outreach, Research, 
Education,” and as Edell pointed 
out, the need is greater than ever, 
because of the rate of infection is 
increasing among women, people of 
color, young gay men, and intra¬ 
venous drug users. 

‘Out off ttie ivory tower 1 

Among the speakers at the cer¬ 
emony was Rich Gordon, now a 
member of the San Mateo County 
Board of Education and one of the 
founders of the San Mateo County 
AIDS Program. He said, “This 
facility has brought research out 
of the ivory tower and into the 
community. Also, it is an ongoing 
symbol of hope.” Gordon traced 
the derivation of that word to the 
Old English “hopp,” which meant 
“to leap up” in expectation. 

Both Edell and the event’s fea¬ 
tured speaker. Dr. Mervyn 
Silverman, pointed out ACRC’s 
success at improving doctor- 


patient relationships: dependent 
on both patient cooperation and 
expert medical research, this reci¬ 
procal arrangement has led to an 
unprecedented degree of mutual 
effort, one in which the patient is 
much more involved as initiator 
and even director, and the physi¬ 
cian is guided by the patient’s 
responses to treatment. The doctor 
is enriched by the data the patient 
provides; AIDS treatment gains 
from the results of the one-to-one 
ongoing effort. 

As Silverman pointed out, 
“This developed integrated treat¬ 
ment and research has broken 
down barriers in health promotion 
and projected a pattern that could 
influence medical practice 
immensely by changing and 
improving the management of 
care.” Silverman, the former 
director of the San Francisco 
Health Department and current 
AmFAR president who was 
directly instrumental in securing 
the capital grant that brought 
about the improvement in the 
facility, also shared a slogan that 
he said encompasses the best ways 
to increase the probability, of 
maintaining any patient’s compar¬ 
atively healthful life: “My four 
C’s: cooperation, collaboration. 


communication, compassion.” 

The last speaker on the pro¬ 
gram was one of the founders of 
ACRC, Dr. Stan Deresinski, who 
speculated that in the future the 
facility would continue to provide 
vital research, probably toward 
the pragmatic goal of finding the 
medical means to handle AIDS as 
a chronic but manageable disease, 
much as diabetes has come to be 
treated. ▼

DON'T WAIT UNTIL 
THE LAST MINUTE

Out for Good 


T he forces of the right wing, 
like all bullies, depend 
upon intimidation for 
power. They try to intimi¬ 
date people who live in the 
closet by vilifying those who don’t, 
hoping to silence through fear. 
Which just makes it more important 
for everyone to break down their 
closet doors and come out for 
National Coming Out Day 
Wednesday, October 11. 

At the risk of sounding chrono- 
centric, this NCOD is more impor¬ 
tant than ever, now that gay civil 
rights are under attack and under 
review across America. Courts are 
gearing up to hear the Amendment 
2 and Able cases, and the decisions, 
unfortunately, may depend to some 
extent on how visible gay people 
make themselves from now until 
they are reached. Principles like 
equality should not depend on num¬ 
bers (which are debatable, anyway), 
but the jurists’ decisions whether to 
grant them will be made in this 
imperfect world, not a vacuum. 

So if you wonder if it is worth it 
to come out, we heartily suggest it. 
Many people say the act makes 
your mind clearer, your relation¬ 
ships more honest, and your sense 
of self-worth greater. We don’t 
make any guarantees, except to say 
that the more gay Americans who 
make their voices heard, the better 
our chance of prevailing. 

Come out: if not for yourself 
then for your country. 

To return, for a moment, to the 
courts: although there are many rea¬ 
sons to be angry at Bill Clinton, 
having our existence debated in the 
courts is a reminder that the radical 
right wingers running for the White 
House must be stopped. There’s no 
doubt that Robert Bork could win 
confirmation to the Supreme Court 
if nominated today, and no reason 
to believe he would not be nominat¬ 
ed if Pat Buchanan or Phil Gramm 
had the power to do so. Considering 
that Bork is donating time as legal 
counsel for Cincinnati’s version of 
Amendment 2, it’s pretty obvious 
how he would rule when that ques¬ 
tion came before him on the bench. 

The next president will affect 
judicial rulings of the next 20 years, 
at least. We have no idea whom 
Colin Powell would nominate to the 


bench; if he seriously runs for the 
presidency, and if any readers are 
serious about supporting him, that 
question must be answered. But it’s 
obvious after a moment’s consider¬ 
ation that the Supreme Court is not 
something to be entrusted to the 
GOP these days. No one should put 
the future in the hands of the past. 

Speaking of the future, it seems 
to be shrinking these days. As we 
reported a few weeks ago, the con¬ 
troversial new San Francisco group 
Invention is attempting to reinforce 
some basic assumptions about life 
and the future for HIV-negative gay 
men, by reminding them that life 
doesn’t necessarily, automatically , 
end in HIV disease and death. Now 
we wonder if a larger program 
might not be in order, to remind the 
rest of America that life doesn’t 
necessarily and automatically end 
with right wing domination and 
deterioration. 

The comparison may sound glib 
at first, but isn’t there a parallel 
between gay men sacrificing their 
future health, and America sacrific¬ 
ing its future healthcare? What’s 
the difference between giving into 
the potentially deadly but undeni¬ 
ably attractive temptation of unpro¬ 
tected sex, and giving into environ¬ 
mental regression - with all those 
health implications - for profit? 
Neither would be thinkable in an 
optimistic society, but pessimism is 
what the GOP contracted to bring 
America - and on that, at least, it 
can deliver. 

The malaise Jimmy Carter spoke 
about has reappeared, spreading 
quickly through a society whose 
collective immune system has been 
weakened by constant attacks by 
everyone from H. Ross Perot to G. 
Gordon Liddy. But malaise, like 
intimidation, can be fought by sim¬ 
ply reaffirming your own worth as a 
gay, lesbian, bisexual, or transgen¬ 
der American. Not to quote the 
Desiderata or anything, but you 
have a right to be here. Remember: 
a right to be here, today and tomor¬ 
row and next year. 

And if you’ve never taken your 
rightful place before, front and cen¬ 
ter and far from the closet, treat 
yourself to it this National Coming 
Out Day. Take that step forward and 
you’ll never go back. ▼ 


Another View of 
Castro and 18th

B ’m dismayed that many in the community 
think chain stores are somehow bad. 
Walgreen’s supplies drugs and lots of other 
things at 1/3 to 1/2 the cost charged by some 
non-chain stores. We are all consumers, and 
competition brings down prices and benefits us 
all. When does a small businessperson become an 
evil chain? Are Headlines, or my tenants, Escape 
from N.Y. Pizza and Spinelli’s, bad because they 
have more than one outlet? 

I am also dismayed that the city government 
wants to create a monopolistic situation to benefit 
some businesses, by eliminating competition. 
Does the city suggest I discriminate against 
straight gay-friendly business people? If so, logi¬ 
cally, it should also fix prices. Some of the clothes, 
books, hamburgers, drinks, lubricant, haircuts, etc. 
sold in the Castro are outrageously priced. Why 
should I have to pay $25 and up for a haircut in the 
Castro, when my haircuts cost $4 elsewhere in 
California? 

I bought the building at Castro & 18th Street in 
1974 when the second floor was mostly vacant 
and most of the building’s systems were con¬ 
demned. The purchase at the time was regarded as 
highly risky, particularly for me as I had no 
money, and financing was unavailable for old 
commercial buildings. I finally obtained loans 
from a gay banker, the late Don Penniman, to 
rehabilitate the building, and moved my real estate 
office into the building shortly thereafter. 

Most of my salespeople were gay and I trained 
them myself. I often assisted them with loans and 
otherwise helped them get their lives together. 
Over the decades. I’ve helped dozens of gay and 
lesbian professional and business people advance, 
flourish, and reach their potential. Another goal 
was to encourage gay businesses and people to 
move to the Castro, to give the gay community an 
area and focus of its own. I searched for gay ten¬ 
ants for 500 Castro, and Fred Rogers and David 
Delucca and I worked out plans for the Elephant 
Walk, which they opened in the mid ’70s. 

The Elephant Walk Bar is not closing October 
1, 1995; it is remaining open until 1996. 

The Elephant Walk is not being leased to a fast 
food chain or any other chain. The rent at the 
Elephant Walk has been $6,000 throughout the 
lease’s duration, and is where it is now as a result 
of litigation by Michael Verdone, owner of the bar, 
who demanded $2,289,382 of me through his 
lawyers for a December 2, 1988 fire at the build¬ 
ing. As a result of the fire, the fire department 
immediately condemned the building and declared 
it unsafe to enter. The insurance underwriters 
demanded the roof be removed, lest it collapse the 
building into the street. Mr. Verdone claimed in 
court that the Elephant Walk could have reopened 
in 60 to 90 days after the fire and that I should 
have put a tent over the building to protect it from 
the rain. He ignored the fact that none of the utili¬ 
ties could have been turned on, including the gas, 
without blowing up the building and the neighbor¬ 
hood. Contractors testified on my behalf that the 
city would not allow a tent to cover the building, 
as the poles would be in the middle of the street 
and a tent would collapse the remaining shell any¬ 
way from the weight of the rain. That litigation 
caused me years of grief and nearly $200,000 in 
legal fees. Also, my insurance was $350,000 short 
of covering repairs, and I have still not recovered 
from these losses. 

Since where I live seems to be an issue. I’ve 
maintained a residence in San Francisco since 
1965 (except for a short interlude in ’91-92 when 
I had to sleep on a sofabed at my office to pay off 
debts incurred by the fire). I live in the same house 
near Buena Vista Park which I acquired in 1974. 
I’ve never lived in Los Angeles. On the other 
hand, the owner of the Elephant Walk, Michael 
Verdone, is a millionaire who lives - under anoth¬ 
er first name, with his wife and kids - in San 
Mateo. His interest in the Elephant Walk bar is 
strictly financial, and he is hardly the person the 
gay community should be rallying around as a 
defender of gay symbols. 

Lastly, were you in the Elephant Walk over the 
past 12 months? Why is the Elephant Walk often 
empty at night? Harvey Milk thanked me for pro¬ 
viding a place where gay people could sit out in 
the open in front of windows with their friends, so 
that all could see that we are not monsters. So why 
aren’t you there at the Elephant Walk? Maybe for 
you it’s just a passe symbol, history, no longer 
important, just a place to walk by. 

1 asked Mr. Verdone Sept. 27 whether he 
would sell the Elephant Walk name and he said he 
would not. If he were truly interested in gay sym¬ 
bols, he would donate the name to members of the 
gay community to be used as they saw fit. He has 
offered me the current rent for the next five years, 
but he has occupied the space for ten years. 
Perhaps it’s time to give someone else a chance at 
that location. T

Testy, testy 

In your front page UPI story of the September 21 
B.A.R. you state that India has developed a test to 
detect the human immunodeficiency virus and call it 
an AIDS test. Since the test for detecting HIV is very 
complicated and expensive, it’s unlikely that India 
developed a “10-second HIV test” but more likely a 
new antibody test to replace the ELISA and Western 
Blot. 

Neither the ELISA nor the Western Blot test are 
“HIV tests.” They are tests for antibodies to HIV. 
When a positive antibody test for HIV is followed by 
a test for the actual virus, which it rarely is, the virus 
seldom can be found, yet the patient is labeled infec¬ 
tious. (If you have polio antibodies, which we all do, 
but no polio virus present, do you have polio?) The 
most researchers can find in searching for HIV in anti¬ 
body-positive patients are a few viral particles, 
notably P-24 antigen, a protein associated with HIV 
but also found in MS patients as well as perfectly 
healthy people with negative antibody tests. Even the 
Polymerase Chain Reaction (PCR) test has only been 
able to detect one gene in HIV particles. 

There is no such thing as an “AIDS test.” There are 
only tests for antibodies. All of these tests, including 
the viral load test, are based on viral proteins, not the 
complete virus, which German virologist Stefan 
Lanka claims has never been isolated. 

The Australian research team of Eleopolous, 
Turner and Padimitriou (“Is a Positive Western Blot 
Test Proof of HIV Infection?” Bio/Technology, 6/93) 
document dozens of other viruses, proteins, drugs and 
antibodies, including malaria, Candida, semen anti¬ 
bodies and pregnancy, that can cross-react with the 
ELISA and Western Blot tests. Since sections of India 
fall into the Asian malaria belt, that may account for 
India’s rise in positive antibody tests. 

While the misinformed UPI story is another typi¬ 
cal example of Science by Press Conference, I would 
hope the B.A.R. would at least correct the terminolo¬ 
gy in reporting the story. There is enough confusion, 
fear and despair in our community as a result of the 
homophobic Corporate Media’s irresponsible 
HIV/AIDS journalism without our own gay press 
contributing to it.

If only Mr. Sharp had asked some alternative 
health practitioners about how to treat immune defi¬ 
ciency problems, his article may have been of more 
use to the gay community. If he had asked such ques¬ 
tions, he would have learned that medical doctors and 
alternative health practitioners have known for over 
40 years how to successfully treat immune deficiency 
problems. There are at least a dozen well-tested, suc¬ 
cessful immune deficiency treatment programs avail¬ 
able for use right now. 

But I guess the concept of treating AIDS as an 
immune deficiency problem, and advocating using 
currently available and effective methods to treat 
AIDS patients, is just too radical a concept for an 
ACT UP member to swallow all at one time. But it 
seems there is hope for the future.

SFAF history 

As a queer former employee of the San Francisco 
AIDS Foundation, I am not surprised by the agency’s 
relationship with the anti-gay Salvation Army, nor by 
Pat Christen’s insufficient and bureaucratic response 
to Dennis Conkin’s questions. SFAF’s decision to 
approach the Salvation Army to provide catering ser¬ 
vices for the Thanksgiving Dinner is only the latest in 
a series of heterosexist actions by the management of 
an agency growing increasingly estranged from the 
queer community. Some examples: 

For years, SFAF paid over $150 per month for 
health insurance for heterosexual employees’ spouses 
while offering nothing to partners of lesbian, gay, and 
bisexual employees. Pat Christen continually dis¬ 
missed claims of inequity, insisting that she was 
“doing everything possible” to obtain domestic part¬ 
ner coverage. Only after being forced to address the 
issue at the bargaining table after employees union¬ 
ized and facing intense community pressure did Ms. 
Christen finally agree to offer queer employees a 
monthly stipend for their lovers’ healthcare services. 

In a Staff meeting, Rene Durazzo, deputy director 
for programs, blasted a new policy by the San 
Francisco Health Commission requesting the number 
of openly gay, lesbian, and bisexual staff and board 
members at agencies that receive city money, and 
exhorted employees to call the Health Commission to 
complain. A memo issued that afternoon encouraged 
staff to decline to disclose their sexual orientation.

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If the leaders of the AIDS Foundation had any con¬ 
nection to San Francisco’s queer community, they 
would have taken the time to investigate the policies 
of a religious charity such as the Salvation Army. At a 
minimum, they would reconsider their negotiations 
after learning of the organization’s disturbing prac¬ 
tices. However, the sad truth is that the AIDS 
Foundation is run by non-profit careerists who enjoy 
large paychecks but give very little back to the com¬ 
munity that founded the agency.

Hold the flowers 

Regarding Mary Ann Swissler’s page-two story 
(“ACT UP at OrchidMania Zaps Berkeley Mayor 
‘Mean Dean’”) on September 21, some corrections 
and clarifications are in order. 

All of OrchidMania’s forty volunteers are happy 
for any positive news coverage our organization 
receives. Despite the headline, however, Swissler’s 
story was not about OrchidMania at all. Lest any of 
your readers be misled by the headline or the staged 
photograph you printed, OrchidMania is not associat¬ 
ed in any way with John Iversen, a correspondent for 
the now-defunct Sentinel, who represented himself as 
appearing at our Berkeley fundraiser on behalf of 
ACT UP. We did not invite him and we are appalled 
by his behavior. 

Swissler’s highly-editorialized story never men¬ 
tioned that we raised almost $18,000 at our two-day 
sale. As you know, orchid growers around the world 
donate thousands of live orchid plants to us each year, 
which we sell at “Orchid Garage Sales.” Proceeds go 
to grassroots AIDS programs in Northern California, 
Southeast Asia and Central America. Mayor Shirley 
Dean attended our Mother’s Day Sale last May and 
invited us to produce an event in her city. Her office 
went to great lengths to assist us. We are grateful for 
her help. 

Iversen’s “zap” was a loud, vitriolic tirade that 
lasted the better part of half an hour. Some of his 
abuse was aimed at our volunteers. “You’re not an 
AIDS organization anyway,” he told some of us. “You 
people aren’t even from here,” he shouted at my 70- 
year-old mother who drives 120 miles to volunteer at 
all our events. Other volunteers come at their person¬ 
al expense from as far away as New York. And to set 
the record straight, we’ve raised almost $200,000 in 
the past six years. Unlike some AIDS “charities,” 
none of us gets a salary, and most of us make great 
personal sacrifices for the success of this work. 

“Pathetic Drag Queen Disrupts AIDS Fundraiser” 
might have been a better headline for Swissler’s 
piece. While we enthusiastically agree that adequate 
housing, medical care and basic human comforts 
should not be denied people with HIV anywhere, 
Iversen’s behavior at our event was both offensive and 
inappropriate. Dean could have been “zapped” at any 
number of other public appearances. Iversen’s behav¬ 
ior reflected badly on our community to the hundreds 
of people who were there just to buy an orchid plant. 
Although we were thoroughly embarrassed by one of 
our own, Mayor Dean spent a couple hundred dollars 
and left unharmed.

The second epidemic 

In reply to the column “Negative Feelings,” the 
letters to the editor in the September 7th edition suc¬ 
cinctly expressed the range of my feelings, but I 
would like to add a personal note. 

I was the only caregiver, 24 hours a day, for seven 
months for my bed-bound lover while he died from 
AIDS. And, like most other gay men in San Francisco, 
I have cared for, watched die and tried to grieve for 
countless friends, acquaintances and neighbors. 

I last tested in November of 1993, the results were 
negative. Since then I have had repeated incidents of 
moderately risky sex, and some high risk behavior. I 
consider myself a fairly typical example of someone in 
the “second epidemic,” the mental health epidemic 
resulting from the AIDS epidemic. My life frequently 
has so little meaning, and seems so hopeless that any¬ 
thing, including unsafe sex, that might make me feel 
better even for a few minutes is worth it at the time. I 
realize this isn’t a rational response to a life-threatening 
situation, but virtually none of us is rational anymore. 

The fact that people who are HIV positive need 
substantial help, financial and otherwise, to cope with 
their lives does not invalidate or diminish the great 
needs of HIV negative men. Unless some effective 
solutions are found to help HIV negative men cope 
with post traumatic stress syndrome (caused by end¬ 
less multiple loss bereavement issues) we are going to 
continue to self-destruct with drugs and risky sex, and 
seroconversion and the AIDS epidemic will continue 
unabated and undiminished.

You have no idea how they will 
actually manifest. 

At about 4 p.m., an older patron came into the library 
where I work to donate a book on lesbian marriage. I’m 
quite “out” at work and in the community as a whole. 
Yet I was surprised when she shouted in what she prob¬ 
ably thought was a soft voice, “Is there a PFLAG chap¬ 
ter in Pacifica?” I told her in my library voice that the 
closest chapters were in San Francisco and San Mateo. 

“Why isn’t there a chapter here?” she asked. ‘There 
are hundreds of gay and lesbian people in this town.” 

I found myself lowering my voice even more than 
usual. Only later did I realize that I still carry some 
discomfort around being “too” vocal and “too” out. I 
was also surprised at how quickly intentions can man¬ 
ifest. I had forgotten to say, “October 11. Remember 
to come out on October 11.” Oh well, it worked. Good 
luck with your own coming out intentions. And 
remember: the more specific you can be, the better.

Ross rallies the troops 


hen Texas billion¬ 
aire-turned-political- 
gadfly Ross Perot 
announced last week 
that he would establish a third 
party for the 1996 presidential 
election, many political observers 
of all persuasions immediately 
recognized the move as an effort 
by the eccentric Perot to take the 
buzz about Colin Powell and his 
book off the front pages and put 
himself back into the presidential 
spotlight. Perot, straight-faced and 
all, told reporters and supporters 
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he “doesn’t plan” to become the 
nominee of his new party, but 
would in fact urge another to take 
on President Clinton and proba¬ 
ble GOP nominee Bob Dole next 
year. Don’t bet on it. 

Political predictions are risky 
but a lot of fun, so allow me one: 
Colin Powell won’t run for presi¬ 
dent next year, but Ross Perot will 
- and he’ll lose again. Don’t think 
for a minute that Ross Perot, with 
an ego bigger than even his unusu¬ 
al ears, will spend millions of dol¬ 
lars of his personal fortune to form 
a third party and then hand the 
nomination of that same party 
over to someone else. 

Colin Powell, if he were to 
enter the presidential sweepstakes, 
would most likely run as a 
Republican. He knows only too 
well that while independent party 
movements have come and gone 
(Populist, Farmer-Labor, Socialist, 
Progressive, Bull Moose and the 
like) with varying success, none 
have ever elected a president. 

A recent USA Today/CNN/ 
Gallup Poll suggested that many 
Americans are looking for an 
alternative to the Democratic and 
Republican parties: an astounding 
41 percent said they might vote for 
an independent. However, most of 
those polled nixed Ross Perot as a 
candidate. Indeed, though the core 
of the new Independence (or 
Reform) Party promised by Perot 
last week would likely be com¬ 
prised in large part by those who 
voted for the eccentric billionaire 
in 1992, many of those said they 
preferred someone other than 
Perot as their nominee. 

Who stands to lose and who 
stands to gain by the advent of an 
independent party? Well, those 
same Republican presidential 
wannabes who trooped to Texas 
only a few weeks ago to suck up to 
Perot are now quietly trying to 
downplay both his importance 
and, in particular, the third party 
idea. Bob Dole, Phil Gramm, Pat 
Buchanan, et al. can already see 
the writing on the wall: the Texas 
spoiler of ’92 is set to strike again | 


in ’96. I’ll give you odds there are 
some wide, albeit nervous, smiles 
in the White House these days.

Perot crisscrossed California this 
past weekend in an effort to rally 
supporters in gathering the signa¬ 
tures of 890,064 registered voters, 
the number needed by October 24 
to qualify his Independence Party 
for the California ballot in ’96 - 
either that or 89,007 people must 
register as members of the new 
party by October 24. A difficult 
task to be sure, but even leaders of 
the state Democratic and 
Republican parties admit Perot 
and his ambitious backers can pull 
it off. “It takes a lot of money and 
a lot of people,” one well-known 
Democratic consultant said, 
adding, “but Perot has both.” 

There’s always a job: Popular 
former Texas Governor Ann 
Richards, who made a heavily- 
promoted Doritos commercial 
recently with another defeated 
governor, N.Y.’s Mario Cuomo, 
is reportedly headed for Broadway 
in December, taking over for for¬ 
mer Brady Bunch star Ann B. 
Davis in the four-year-old 
Broadway musical Crazy for You. 

Elizabeth Taylor’s many San 
Francisco friends will want to 
know that she will be in the hospi¬ 
tal next week for a second hip 
replacement. Ms. Taylor, during a 
barbecue given at her Bel-Air 
home for friends last week, report¬ 
edly chatted excitedly about Steve 
Forbes’s entry into the GOP presi¬ 
dential race. She disclosed how 
much she missed Steve’s closeted 
dad, the late Malcolm Forbes, 
calling him “a close friend who 
spoiled me outrageously.” Forbes 
senior once handed her a check for 
$1 million for the fight against 
AIDS. La Liz also discussed her 
own AIDS foundation: “Now I 
keep track of everything. I handle 
the money. I know exactly what’s 
going on, every penny,” said the 
woman who has single-handedly 
raised nearly $50 million to com¬ 
bat the disease. 

Dr. Paul Volberding, Dr. 
Milton Estes, Dr. Wally Krampf, 
Dr. Donald Abrams, Dr. Jessica 
Blake, Naphtali Offen, and 
Hank Wilson are among those 
sponsoring the Andrew Zysman 
Memorial Benefit to support HIV 
treatment issues and breast cancer 
advocacy for ACT UP/Golden 
Gate on Sunday, October 15, at 42 
Degrees, 235 16th Street. (3-7 
p.m., $100 donation requested, 
626-9634 or 861-8619 for info). 
The event will feature a sumptu¬ 


ous buffet with rare wines, first- 
class entertainment and a silent 
auction, and will honor Dr. Steven 
Meeks for AIDS advocacy and 
Gracia Buffleben for breast can¬ 
cer advocacy. On a personal note, 
while I have often disagreed with 
their tactics, ACT UP/Golden 
Gate deserves credit for speeding 
up the drug-approval process, 
evaluating trial designs and 
expanding patient access to treat¬ 
ments for both HIV and breast 
cancer. God only knows where the 
fight for AIDS treatments would 
be without their efforts. 

To the surprise of no one, the 
Mormon Church last week issued 
a proclamation calling for the 
preservation of traditional mar¬ 
riage and family to avoid “calami¬ 
ties foretold by ancient and mod¬ 
em prophets.” Mormon President 
Gordon Hinckley, revered as a 
prophet by the world’s 9 million 
Mormons, read the proclamation 
that stated: “We declare that God 
has commanded that the sacred 
powers of procreation are to be 
employed only between man and 
woman, lawfully wed as husband 
and wife.” Although Hinckley 
denounced same-sex marriages, 
he said, “Our hearts reach out to 
those who struggle with feelings 
of affection for the same gender, 
but we cannot condone immoral 
practices on your part any more 
than we can condone immoral 
practices on the part of others.” 

City Hall gossips are telling me 
that Angela Alioto is in the may- 
oral race for the long haul and, if 
she doesn’t make it to the runoff, 
will definitely battle Supervisor 
Carole Migden for an Assembly 
nomination next year. 

Chastity Bono, daughter of 
Cher and Representative Sonny 
Bono, and a surviving partner of a 
woman with cancer, was the fea¬ 
tured speaker Saturday at a benefit 
in Washington for lesbians with 
cancer. Ms. Bono, 26, a gay rights 
activist, owns a restaurant in LA 
and writes for the Advocate.

Rebels Without A Prayer 
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Thinking globally

aking a popular political 
bumper sticker and run¬ 
ning with it. I’m defining 
good commentary writing 
strategy as thinking globally and 
bitching locally (then getting into 
syndication so you can bitch glob¬ 
ally). Yes, I tried to follow the 
World Conference on Women in 
Beijing, and I awaited the full 
reports on the press for recogni¬ 
tion of lesbian rights as human 
rights. This did not get spelled out, 
though the conference did affirm 
women’s individual rights to make 
our own decisions about our sexu¬ 
ality, including the right to say no. 
You and I - and the lesbian 
activists who converged on 
Beijing from around the globe - 
can read between the lines to see 
the equation lesbian rights = 
women’s rights = human rights. 

I feel so proud of the women 
who made the connection, for the 
world, that lesbian issues are 
women’s issues - at a women’s 
conference where “women’s” 
wasn’t a euphemism for “lesbian.” 
With all due recognition of the 
problems the various folk who can 
be lumped together as “queer” 
face in common, I for one think 
we need once again to get clear on 
the concept that lesbian oppres¬ 
sion is part and parcel of women’s 
oppression. It all comes down to 
our choosing to bond, build fami¬ 
lies, and be sexual with women, 
and our concomitant refusal to 
drop ourselves into the 
breeder/servant/personal “comfort 
woman” slot in the male preroga¬ 
tive preservation machine. 

Our presence in the world as 
sex rebels - a positioning heavily 
promoted since the late ’80s - is 
pretty much icing on the cake. 
Nobody in today’s ruling class 
really gives a rat’s ass whether 
women have sex with each other, 
as long as we remain accessible to 
men for their use. In fact, the hon¬ 
chos will pay good money to 
watch women simulate lesbian sex 
with each other. I could document 
this for you with a trip to the cor¬ 
ner store - for an impulse pur¬ 
chase of a pint of Ben and Jerry’s. 

What scares the living day¬ 
lights out of the boys in power is 


the thought of our getting the 
notion to get together with each 
other instead of with them. And 
you know what? More straight 
women than you might imagine 
like that idea, and feel wistful 
about their lack of sexual attrac¬ 
tion to women. I’ve heard so many 
say they cried when Thelma and 
Louise kissed and joined hands 
before flying away. 

Of course, there are lesbian 
feminists who say straight women 
should marry each other anyway, 
and just ignore their lust for boys. 
I guess the idea is they can learn to 
find a greater bliss in gentle, egal¬ 
itarian “womon-loving” if they 
just close their eyes and think of 
Lesbian Nation. That kind of 
thinking - fundamentalist think¬ 
ing, when you get right down to it 
- cost lesbians a community (and 
a very sex-positive community it 
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was) in which we could discover 
for ourselves, as women, all the 
possibilities of lesbian sexuality. 
We’re just now getting back to 
that, realizing we need both the 
benefit of other sex rebels’ experi¬ 
ence and “women’s space” to 
compare notes with each other. 

Reclaiming 
the paradigm 

During the decade between 
now and the next world confer¬ 
ence, can we reclaim the “female- 
identified” paradigm from those 
who’ve made it into a fundamen¬ 
talist religion? I hope so. I also 
hope we’re spared the spectacle of 
lesbianism being labeled depravi¬ 
ty by government representatives 
whose agenda is to maintain their 
“right” to cut out women’s clits. 

Now back to bitching locally: 
As much as my looking for cool 
people to have in my life makes no 
point allocation either way based 
on sexual orientation, there’s much 
in America today I’ll be damned if 
I’m going to assimilate into. Like 
tabloid think. It’s more than notic¬ 
ing that, the other week, three of 
those daytime talk shows were fea¬ 
turing straight male crossdressers - 
all on the same day. Straight boys 


crossdressing is worth encourag¬ 
ing, for sure - but can you say, 
giddy naughty embarrassment and 
exploitation? (Actually, I’d tune in 
for a show on “women who strap it 
on and stick it to their husbands.” 
How ’bout you?) 

And deeply indicative, to my 
mind, of the mainstream American 
mentality was the synchronicity of 
two tabloids doing stories on mur¬ 
dered Tejano singer Selena in one 
week.

(Just don’t for one minute get 
the idea being queer lets any of us 
off the lowbrow hook automatical¬ 
ly. Within the gay community, we 
have too many folks who think 
that if something’s campy or sexu¬ 
ally themed, it’s automatically 
clever and witty, not smarmy and 
tasteless. Sorry, but each one gets 
judged individually on the merits 
- usually by people who don’t feel 
they have to prove how un-straight 
they are.) 

And while we’re wondering 
what’s up with America, has any¬ 
one else had the perverse thought 
that the ’96 presidential election 
just might come down to Jesse 
Jackson versus Colin Powell? 
That sure would fry some of the 
more backwards voters, wouldn’t 
it? I can imagine the CNN poll 
question now: shit, go blind, or 
undecided? 

The real stop-and-think possi¬ 
bility, of course, would be an inde¬ 
pendent Colin Powell/Bill Bradley 
ticket. Too centrist for a lot of 
queer folk, but it would have to be 
reckoned with. Two questions that 
bear asking: gays in the military 
aside, what does Powell think 
about our place in the rest of soci¬ 
ety? And are Powell’s few state¬ 
ments of position to date balanced 
and moderate, or is he turning into 
the Negro Bill Clinton (in terms of 
waffling)?

SF Renaissance honors local 
lesbian artist/entrepreneur

. .. an Francisco artist 

Kim by 1 Edwards 

describes herself as “a 
H P white girl raised on 
white bread,” and says 
she has no idea why the majority 
of her artwork has a Japanese 
theme. But whatever it was that 
compelled her to craft a line of 
Japanese-style rock-and-plant 
desktop fountains and hand-made 
paper lamps from her garage, it 
was lucky: today, she owns Zen 
Again Productions, a 3,400- 
square foot crafts studio in Potrero 
Hill with eight employees, and 
was recently honored with the 
Entrepreneur of the Year award by 
San Francisco Renaissance, a 
small business training program 
aimed at low and moderate 
income entrepreneurs. 

If the reasons why she was 
drawn to Japanese designs are a 
mystery to Edwards, the origins of 
her company’s success aren’t. She 
credited SF Renaissance’s 14- 
week program of twice weekly 
night classes, and says its $400 
tuition is a bargain. “I got thou¬ 
sand of dollars of information out 
of there. They taught me how to 
think.” 

SF Renaissance, which pre-... 
sented the award at a Sunday, 
September 22 ceremony, receives 
funding from the mayor’s office 
and several corporate sponsors. In 
addition to offering night classes, 
Edwards says, “they also have a 
business incubator, which houses 
offices that are available for cheap 
rent for businesses - with a copy 
machine, waiting room, the look 
of a business. It’s also an incredi¬ 
ble network system.” 

Zen Again makes a full line of 
handmade paper lamps, desktop 
fountains, and Shoji screens. But 
it’s been the miniature rock and 
plant water fountains that 
Edwards began designing three 
years ago that have brought the 
most expansion. The first one, she 
said, “attracted so much attention 
that it has been responsible for 
around 65 percent of my income 
for the past two years.” 

Retail prices of fountains range 
between $100 to $225, with lamps 
between $80 to $3,000. They are 
sold locally at Elements, Out of 
Hand, or Fillemento. Products are 
also available wholesale. The Zen 
Again Productions studio can be

Last weekend, September 29 
and 30, nearly 50,000 men from 
all over Northern California filled 
the Oakland Coliseum for a sold- 
out whooping, hollering “Promise 
Keepers” event to pray and testify 
about their evangelical Christian 
beliefs. Protesters, mostly from 


the National Organization for 
Women (NOW), stood at the 
entrance holding signs to show 
their opposition to the macho ide¬ 
ology being hawked inside. 

Promise Keepers organizer 
Harold Campbell said gay people 
are “welcome to attend if they 
wish - although the movement’s 
understanding is that, according to 
the Bible, homosexuality is an 
abomination to God.” Promise 
Keepers founder Bill McCartney 
has also repeatedly made his own 
anti-gay stand known in Colorado. 

The Reverend Tony Evans, a 
Promise Keepers speaker from 
Oakland, said, “I am convinced 
that the primary cause of the 
national crisis is the feminization 
of the American male. ... I am try¬ 
ing to describe a misunderstand¬ 
ing of manhood that has produced 
a nation of ‘sissified’ men.” 

Representatives from various 
organizations and groups were 
present at the event, some of them 
in the ministry booths area. 
Among these were Exodus 
International, an “ex-gay” min¬ 
istry, and Focus on the Family, a 
major religious right organization 
from Colorado Springs, Colorado. 

The Exodus International 
booth had various types of free lit¬ 
erature, including a pamphlet from 
an E-I affiliate group called the N- 
E-W Ministries, which is spon¬ 
sored by the First Baptist Church 
in San Leandro, California. It stat¬ 
ed, “We believe that homosexual 
behavior is a sin (I Tim. 1:9-10; I 


, Cor. 6:9-11).” 

The Exodus booth also distrib¬ 
uted other pamphlets and publica¬ 
tions that included personal testi¬ 
monies, and a multitude of order 
forms for books and cassettes. 
Exodus recommends purchasing 
books at the General Christian 
Store on Fourth Street in San 
Rafael. 

A group of men outside the col¬ 
iseum passed out pamphlets from 
The Church in York, located in 
York, Pennsylvania, one of which 
stated that a commonly ignored 
biblical teaching is that women 
should not speak in the church or 
teach and have authority over men 
(II Timothy 2:11-15; 1 Corinthians 
14:34). The same pamphlet states, 
“These teachings are not popular 
in today’s society. But Christians 
should be more concerned about 
what God thinks than what society 
thinks.” 

In his book When God 
Becomes a Drug, the Reverend 
Leo Booth, an Episcopal priest, 
explains why ideologies similar to 
the Promise Keepers’ will create 
conflict. “This [idea],” he wrote, 
“is the foundation of religious 
addiction and abuse: ‘We are bad, 
and God will magically fix us if 
we do what someone tells us is 
God’s wish.’” 

According to Booth, other 
common symptoms of religious 
addiction are a conflict with sci¬ 
ence, medicine, and education, 
and a manipulation of scripture or 
texts. ▼

ond driver refused to stop 
and the assailants realized 
that there were people watch¬ 
ing the crime, they fled the 
scene. 

Crain said he flagged 
down a passing cab so he 
could get his friend home to 
safety. After they got in the 
cab, he recalled, they held 
hands all the way home. 

“When we got home we 
both cried and then Bob went 


to bed while I tended my 
wounds,” he said. 

The attack follows a 
September 20 incident in 
which a pair of men in ski 
masks armed with a knife 
and gun robbed a gay man 
walking down Collingwood 
Street between 19th and 20th 
Street. 

The most recent incident 
was reported to CUAV, but 
police declined to file a 
report over the telephone, so 
Crain told the B.A.R. at press 
time he plans to file one at 
Mission Station in person. ▼

Fundies Hawk Anti-Gay Flyers 
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THIS WEEK IIM GAY HISTORY 


History of history

(which began this week last year) 
but he is no outspoken urban gay 
activist; he lives in suburban St. 
Louis, where he has taught history 
at the same school since 1990. 

“I first got the idea [for Gay 
History Month] in the fall of 
1993,” Wilson recalled for the Bay 
Area Reporter. “I started teaching 
junior American history and I 
noticed that I had an 800-page 
American history textbook from 
which - if the world were to end 
and one book were to survive the 
end of the world, and it happened 
to be that textbook - there would 
be no evidence that a gay person 
ever lived, before Columbus, dur¬ 
ing Columbus, or after Columbus. 

“There is nothing about gay 
people in my textbook. That was 
appalling to me and shocking, and 
I thought it was a travesty.” 

As Wilson considered the prob¬ 
lem, he thought America needed 
to have a month to celebrate gay 
and lesbian accomplishments 
throughout history, modeled after 
Black History Month and 
Women’s History Month. In 
January 1994, he was inspired by 
a letter to the editor in Newsweek, 
written by a 14-year-old boy, reit¬ 
erating Wilson’s point that thus 
far gays didn’t exist in history. “I 
remember so distinctly,” he said, 
“I was sitting on this same couch 
I’m now on, reading this article. I 
put the article down and I walked 
immediately to my computer and I 
typed up a proposal for Lesbian 
and Gay History Month.” 

Wilson sent the proposal to 
GLAAD, the National Gay and 
Lesbian Task Force, the Human 
Rights Campaign Fund, Project 
21, and Project 10, and got an 
immediate response from people 
in organizations who thought it 
was a good idea. 


On a personal level 

Not coincidentally, the idea for 
a Gay History Month germinated 
during Wilson’s own coming out 
process at school. By that point, 
about one-third of the faculty 
already knew his sexuality, and he 
said he was pushed further out of 
the closet by a statewide anti-gay 


rights initiative. 

In March 1994, Wilson came 
out to his class during a discussion 
about the incarceration and exter¬ 
mination of homosexuals during 
World War II, telling them that he 
would have had to wear a pink tri¬ 
angle sewn on his chest in Nazi 
Germany because he was gay. 

‘The news of course spread 
very quickly through the high 
school and then spread through the 
administration, and I was taken 
out of class and called to the office 
- which hadn’t happened before - 
and questioned in detail as to what 
happened, and what I said, and 
why I said it, and all of this.” 

Although none of the students, 
parents, or school board members 
objected, the administration 
placed a letter about Wilson’s 
“inappropriate behavior” in his 
file. He walked on eggshells the 
next year, he said, but still man¬ 
aged to get tenure in April 1995. 

He also recognized Gay 
History Month, although he had to 
do so outside the schoolyard: he 
wrote an opinion article in a local 
newspaper; spoke at a local group 
for gays, lesbians, and bisexuals in 
their 20s, and at the gay and les¬ 
bian student group at Washington 
University; and helped organize a 
local gay film festival at 
University of Missouri at St. 
Louis. This year he will speak at a 
group for queers under 21, called 
Growing American Youth, and at a 
Gay, Lesbian and Straight 
Teachers Network (GLSTN) 
meeting in Chicago. 

But in the halls of his high 
school, where a pending school 
bond ballot initiative has politi¬ 
cized anything school-related, 
Wilson finds himself unable to 
recognize Gay History Month 
again this year. Next year, he 
vows, he will push the envelope of 
his own visibility by organizing a 
Gay, Lesbian, and Bisexual 
History Month celebration at 
school. In the meantime, he said, 
he takes some comfort in knowing 
that “somewhere in every state 
there is something [about Gay 
History Month].” ▼

Adequate support? 

The recommendation of the 
state commission to strip the 
teachers’ credentials will be 
appealed to an administrative law 
judge, by attorneys for the 
California Teacher’s Association 
representing the teachers. 

Although school district 
spokeswoman Gail Kaufman told 
the Bay Area Reporter that the 
district does support the teachers 
and does not believe that they 
should lose their careers based on 
Budnick’s allegations, critics also 
charge its support of the teachers 
has been less than adequate. 

Budnick is represented in the 
complaint by the virulently anti¬ 
gay Rutherford Institute, a right 
wing legal defense group that also 
represents the Hamilton Square 
Baptist Church in a suit brought 
against gay activists and media 
after a September 1993 protest at 
the site. 

The conservative legal group - 
which has ties to the Christian 
Coalition and the Traditional 
Values Coalition - also defended 
Reverend Eugene Lumpkin fol¬ 
lowing his dismissal from the 
Human Right Commission by 
Mayor Frank Jordan. Lumpkin 
was sacked after he made com¬ 


ments on a local television broad¬ 
cast indicating he supported bibli¬ 
cal calls for the execution of 
homosexuals. 

Critics say the efforts by 
Budnick and the Rutherford 
Institute are part of a right wing 
agenda to silence lesbian and gay 
people by targeting such activities 
and programs like the San 
Francisco school district’s 
Support Services For Lesbian, 
Gay and Bisexual Youth. 

The speakers in question were 
part of CUAV’s speaker’s bureau, 
which brings lesbians and gays 
into school classrooms to educate 
students about anti-gay violence 
through presentations and ques- 
tion-and-answer sessions. 

“We’re still speaking in class¬ 
es, we’re having a big event 
focusing on lesbian and gay 
domestic violence - and the fact is 
we know we have a great pro¬ 
gram. We are in this for the long 
haul,” said Lester Olmstead-Rose, 
the group’s executive director. 

Olmstead-Rose said CUAV 
has since modified the program, 
and speakers don’t answer person¬ 
al questions about their sex lives. 

Lesbian school board member 
Angie Fa and Supervisor Tom 
Ammiano, himself a former 
teacher and past president of the 
school board, plan to speak at the 
October 7 rally. Everyone is invit¬ 
ed to participate. ▼

relies on greater interdependence 
between downtown and the 
neighborhoods. “I live in the 
‘neighborhoods’ too, and I pass 
the same homeless people every¬ 
day, too, and I understand that it 
is difficult for people to deal with 
and to cope with. What people 
have to understand is that the 
biggest potential salvation that 
we have in this area is to recon¬ 
figure our service delivery sys¬ 
tem, and to try and involve neigh¬ 
borhood people to the maximum 
extent possible, in whatever kinds 
of functions they’re willing to be 
involved, and address in some 
meaningful fashion the homeless 
problem. 

“Whether that’s volunteering 
at a homeless shelter, agreeing to 
contribute in some other way, we 
need some of the energy that is in 
the neighborhoods to help us 
solve this problem.” 

She added that there are some 
examples here in San Francisco, 
and more in other metropolitan 
areas, of programs that get people 
off the street and treat the accom¬ 
panying conditions that con¬ 
tributed to their homelessness to 
begin with. 

The housing issue 

One aspect of local housing 
that is succeeding, she said, is the 
shift from large-scale public hous¬ 
ing projects to lower density 
housing units. But again, 
Achtenberg faulted Mayor Jordan 
for putting the wrong people in 
charge, this time towards the re¬ 
engineering of San Francisco’s 
12,000 public housing units. 

“We have to have a Housing 
Authority that works,” she said, 
“and this Housing Authority does 
not work. If we have to pull it 
apart and put it back together 
again, that’s what needs to be 
done.” Achtenberg said she would 
hire and appoint housing officials 
with a deeper commitment to 
housing “the most difficult” popu¬ 
lation in America. 

It is possible to provide public 
housing that works, she believes, 
in spite of the scandals that peri¬ 
odically rip apart HUD, the cur¬ 
rent rush to end welfare pay¬ 
ments, and the Gordian knot of 
poverty and homelessness in 
America. “What we’ve learned 
over 40 years is that you cannot 
concentrate in developments the 
poorest of the poor and surround 
poor people only with other poor 
people. ... That is a destructive 
environment for anyone to have to 
live in, and that needs to be 
changed. That’s why pulling 
down Bernal Dwellings and 
rebuilding something with lower 
density is a good idea. And it will 
be mixed income families, which 
is more like what the community

Neighborhood council 

Immediately establishing a 
Mayor’s Council of 
Neighborhoods would go a long 
way in achieving this goal, taking 
particular aim at the police and 
planning departments, 

Achtenberg said. She would fill 
the council seats with 46 appoint¬ 
ed neighborhood “ambassadors” 
who would agree to meet each 
month, and also to hold monthly 
“neighborhood city halls,” which 
she or a deputy mayor would 
attend. 

“At the end of four years I 
would have attended some 48 of 
these, in the neighborhoods. We 
can foster a culture of direct 
access to the mayor, the kind of 
access that Only organized interest 
groups and paid lobbyists have.” 

Still, it is homelessness, and 
not better access the Mayor, that 
is one of San Francisco’s - and 
America’s - more persistent prob¬ 
lems and political pitfalls. Groups 
ranging from downtown-based 
corporations, to small businesses, 
to residents, to the homeless pop¬ 
ulation and activists who argue 
their cause, say they feel left out 
in the cold by government poli¬ 
cies on the issue. 

Achtenberg’s opinion is that an 
ever-present blind spot exists in 
San Francisco’s treatment of the 
problem. “The fundamental flaw 
in Jordan’s approach is not that 
law breaking should go unpun¬ 
ished,” she said. “[But] he is 
putting police on the front lines of 
this, and essentially using a 
‘Move folks along’ kind of 
approach to this problem that 
doesn’t really solve anything. 

“It’s a tremendous waste of 
resources for a not very construc¬ 
tive end.” 

Again, Achtenberg’s vision 


and Urban Developing to run for 
mayor in the city where she has 
spent half her life. 

“I think people are dissatisfied 
with the way city government 
works and they want to see it fun¬ 
damentally reformed,” she said. “I 
think people feel that government 
is not paying attention, is not 
being responsive, is not meeting 
their needs - and it’s too expen¬ 
sive.” 

And despite many voters’ 
immediate association of liberal 
progressives like herself with 
costly government programs, 
Achtenberg indicated that it is 
precisely for this reason that she is 
running. “Liberals and progres¬ 
sives need to show that we can 
govern, and that’s one of the rea¬ 
sons I have said that L will devote 
virtually all of my energy as 
mayor to reforming, restructuring, 
and revitalizing city government 
so it can be worthy of respect 
again.”

Roberta Achtenberg has 
claimed all along that her decision 
to run in this year’s mayor’s race 
was not a last-minute or 
impromptu decision. Nor, she 
says, was it based upon raw ambi¬ 
tion. She certainly didn’t need a 
new job; as the highest-ranking 
open lesbian in the nation’s capi- 
tol, she had power to spare. 

But the announcement was 
done with a grand purpose in 
mind, Achtenberg has consistent¬ 
ly told audiences throughout the 
campaign. Speaking with the Bay 
Area Reporter, Achtenberg 
repeated her reasons for trading 
her hard-fought position as an

presence at the convention sur¬ 
passing its numbers as big name 
Republicans distanced themselves 
from presidential front-runner 
Bob Dole’s “mistake” of returning 
a $1,000 contribution from the 
group. Dole said he didn’t agree 
with their “special rights agenda.” 
That, Log Cabin executive direc¬ 
tor Rich Tafel explained at the 
workshop, forced them to go pub¬ 
lic with a stack of papers proving 
that the Dole campaign had 
solicited the money. 

“The way that Log Cabin is 
treated within the party is a weath- 
ervane for many voters,” Tafel 
said. “People want people to tell 
the truth. ... People are getting 
tired of [politicians] saying one 
thing and doing another. I think 
integrity is going to be an issue.... 
What makes Colin Powell so 
interesting is that he doesn’t toe a 
list of ‘Family Values’ rhetoric. He 
lives it. You can’t argue with that.” 

Will Dole’s run-in with Log 
Cabin affect the campaign? “His 
financial people had solicited the 
Log Cabin group - so under the 
circumstances, I think it was a 
mistake,” said Republican politi¬ 
cal consultant Lynn Nofziger. 
“People react and sometimes they 
get fearful. But I don’t think it’s 
something that’s going to win or 
lose the nomination for him.” 

‘They’re supporting 
my agenda* 

“I remember what Ronald 
Reagan said years ago when he 
was running for governor and was 


being criticized by folks because 
the far right was supporting him,” 
said conservative Attorney 
General Dan Lungren, who hopes 
to be governor in 1996. “He said 
something to the effect that if peo¬ 
ple support me, I have the sense 
that they’re supporting my agenda 
- I’m not necessarily supporting 
theirs.” Lungren said that in 1976 
he joined Reagan in opposing an 
anti-gay initiative on the 
California ballot and was once 
endorsed by the Log Cabin Club, 
though the gay Republicans are 
now “disappointed” in a number 
of his views. Nonetheless, he says, 
“I know some good people in the 
Log Cabin Club.” 

Arianna Huffington - whose 
husband Michael may run against 
Lungren - added a twist to the 
Dole-contribution controversy. 
“Mr. [Colin] Powell speaks 
straightforwardly about the prob¬ 
lems posed by gays in the military, 
but I cannot imagine him return¬ 
ing a campaign contribution from 
the Log Cabin Republicans,” she 
wrote in a Wall Street Journal arti¬ 
cle she handed out at the conven¬ 
tion. 

In fact, undeclared General 
Colin Powell was the absent man 
of the hour at the convention after 
moderates, pleased with their 
showing during the Pete Wilson 
lunch and the defeat of several 
onerous resolutions, were totally 
scotched by ultra-conservatives 
who passed a party platform 
almost identical to 1992. The 
California Republican Party now 
holds “the traditional model of 
monogamous heterosexual mar¬ 
riage as the only stable relation¬ 
ship upon which to build a soci¬

looks like, right? That’s one of the 
ways that we have found that you 
can integrate public or subsidized 
housing into the community bet¬ 
ter.” 

Achtenberg’s other strong suit, 
lesbian and gay issues, have not 
been much of an issue except to 
examine how her entrance into 
the race split the city’s gay vote. 
Much of the reason for this is 
because, she said, “There has 
been a certain level of achieve¬ 
ment in this community that is 
such that [our issues] are not the 
most pervasive thingjon people’s 
minds.” 

She pointed to programs she 
supported as supervisor, and 
would continue or expand upon if 
elected; the anti-discrimination 
ordinance, domestic partnership, 
and city funding for the Lyric 
Center, Community United 
Against Violence (CUAV), and 
18th Street Services for substance 


abuse. Achtenberg added that she 
would augment the powers of the 
Human Rights Commission, 
strengthen programs for gay 
youth, and speak out in support of 
gay friendly curriculums in the 
schools. 

Achtenberg dismissed critics 
who have questioned why she 
left her supervisor and HUD 
positions before her term was up 
by saying, “I have finished every 
job that I have undertaken and I 
have done it with the utmost 
integrity and hard work, and any¬ 
body who has known the work 
that I have done for more than 25 
years always in the public inter¬ 
est, never for the special inter¬ 
ests, knows that I have undertak¬ 
en this social justice work seri¬ 
ously. 

“Being a mayor is merely a 
continuation of that work that I 
have been proud to do for a very 
long time.” T

ety,” and calls for the evaluation 
of every government policy in the 
context of whether or not it 
advances that message. It calls for 
“legislation to end movements by 
the government to instill ‘politi¬ 
cally correct’ values into public 
school curriculum, including pro¬ 
grams such as Project 10, which 
greatly detract from the critical 
importance of parental input.” It 
also calls for the “reversal of Roe 
v. Wade which would return to the 
states the right to determine the 
issue of abortion.” 



As for AIDS, the GOP party 
platform supports mandatory 
reporting of the HIV disease and 
routine testing of healthcare work¬ 
ers who perform invasive proce¬ 
dures, and also recognizes “that 
AIDS-infected individuals serve 
as reservoirs for a variety of infec¬ 
tions ... and [in recognizing] that 
these often highly contagious and 
dangerous infections represent a 
severe threat to the general popu¬ 
lation, supports testing of food 


service workers to prevent infec¬ 
tion of the general population.” 

“The moderate and ‘big tent’ 
members of the platform commit¬ 
tee tried to have everything modi¬ 
fied or tabled - but we were 
unsuccessful,” says openly lesbian 
Log Cabin member Donna 
Siperek, who is also a member of 
the mainstream California 
Republican League. “I can honest¬ 
ly say that the moderates are start¬ 
ing to recognize that they can’t sit 
back and do nothing. ... The 
Christian Coalition is very 
active.” 

“As a moderate/centrist I had 
hoped for some changes in the 
platform and I was very disap¬ 
pointed those changes could not 


be made,” says Nancy Spero, 
Secretary/Treasury of the 
Republican California League of 
the San Fernand# Valley, a Log 
Cabin supporter. “However, more 
people came up to me and said, 
‘Oh, you’re the moderate.’ Those 
people would never have come up 
to me before. They wanted me to 
know they did agree with our 
point of view. I think it’s a softer 
world out there now.” 

Most moderates were extreme¬ 
ly unsettled by the ways ultra-con¬ 
servatives orchestrated the con¬ 
vention - such as ignoring by¬ 
laws and voting on points in the 
platform when there was not a 
quorum. 

“I wasn’t happy about the con¬ 
vention,” San Francisco Log 
Cabin member Chris Bowman 
told the Bay Area Reporter. 
“Everyone had been putting the 
word out for the past three years 
that there would be no repeat of 
the 1992 convention. Certainly 
this does not auger well for us pre¬ 
venting that from happening again 
- certainly not in California at 
least. 

“The only solution I see is Mr. 
Powell - should he choose to run 
as Republican ... frankly I’ll 
break out the champagne and cel¬ 
ebrate.” ▼

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Bigotry's bullets

n the most outrageous assault 
on academic integrity since 
the Scopes trial, two San 
Francisco teachers have been 
stripped of their credentials - sim¬ 
ply because they allowed a lesbian 
and a gay man to speak to sixth- 
grade students about sexual identi¬ 
ty and hate violence. The case 
against the teachers was funded by 
the Rutherford Institute, a right 
wing organization based in 
Virginia that declared this just “the 
first bullets fired in what we can 
see as a growing campaign to 
eradicate such grotesque violation 
of parents’ rights in public 
schools.” 

The teachers’ credentials were 
revoked on September 25 by the 
state Commission on Teacher 
Credentialing. The San Francisco 
School District has been luke¬ 
warm in its support for the 
besieged teachers, but district offi¬ 
cials have indicated that they 
might appeal the ruling. 

All across the nation, the right 
wing is vigorously attacking our 
public schools, with the specific 
intent to censor fair and accurate 
information about homosexuality. 
If the bullets of bigotry are not 
stopped in San Francisco, then 
where will the gunfire end? 

These teachers deserve the 
complete and unhesitating support 
of the San Francisco School 
District. The decision of the 
Commission on Teacher 
Credentialing is nothing but a 
capitulation to narrow-minded 
prejudice, and it must not be 
allowed to stand. There can be no 
compromise with homophobia. 

Rebuke the Credentialing 
Commission and demand that the 
S.F. School District appeal this 
decision. Also, Urge California 
School’s Chief Delaine Eastin - 
who has vowed to combat homo- 
phobic censors - to speak out 
against this intolerable act.

Trial and 
tribulations 

A “Special Report” in TV 
Guide's September 23-29 issue 
previews litigation surrounding 
the murder of a gay talk-show 
guest, who was killed shortly after 
his appearance on Jenny Jones last 
March (“A Daytime Talk Show 
Goes On Trial,” Mike Hammer 
and Ileane Rudolph). As part of 
the talk show’s “secret admirers” 
segment, Scott Amedure had 
revealed his attraction for another 
guest (John Schmitz, a heterosex¬ 
ual); three days later, Amedure 
was shot and killed by the “embar¬ 
rassed” Schmitz. 

A $25 million civil suit has 
been brought by Amedure’s fami¬ 
ly, which accuses the Jenny Jones 
show of negligence. That case will 
be heard sometime next year. The 
criminal trial of John Schmitz is 
scheduled to begin this year, on 
October 30, in Oakland County, 
Michigan. 

TV Guide also previews 
(unwittingly) the flawed reporting 
likely to surround these trials. 
Though Amedure’s murder was 


widely reported in March, virtual¬ 
ly none of the initial coverage 
mentioned the word “homopho¬ 
bia.” Remarkably, the hate moti¬ 
vation behind th'e crime went 
unreported. The press focused 
instead on the issue of whether or 
not TV talks shows have become 
“too trashy.” 

The mainstream media seem 
poised to flop again. According to 
TV Guide, Court TV “is not plan¬ 
ning to cover the criminal case and 
will instead focus on the civil 
suit.” 

Court TV’s decision appears 
indefensible, and suggests a gen¬ 
eral disinterest in the killing of 
queers. The trial of Jenny Jones 
cannot be more vital than the trial 
of John Schmitz, unless murdering 
gay men is only newsworthy when 
the entertainment media are impli¬ 
cated. 

Unfortunately, the themes of 
the civil and criminal trials are 
expected to overlap. 7Y Guide 
observes: “With the O.J. Simpson 
case finally winding down, TV’s 
next sensational courtroom drama 
could well be a murder trial that 
also may indict the ambush-inter- 
view tactics of TV talks shows.” 

James Burdick, Schmitz’s 
attorney, will argue that the Jenny 
Jones show - and not his client - 
is to blame for the murder of Scott 
Amedure. According to Burdick, 
“The shows are on trial, as far as 
we’re concerned. ... I’m hoping 
that if people watch the proceed¬ 
ings they’ll stop participating in 
these ambush shows and the pro¬ 
ducers will stop doing them.” 7V 
Guide quotes talk show host Mark 
Walberg, who agrees that the trial 
“is a wake-up call that we have an 
obligation to protect some guests 
against themselves.” 

Presumably, if homophobes are 
to be “protected” from their own 
propensity to kill, then talk shows 
will have to shield bigots from 
queer guests. ... and queer discus¬ 
sions. Inside this twisted logic, the 
victimizer truly becomes the vic¬ 
tim, and industry self-censorship 
is the likely remedy. 

7V Guide also reports that “the 
tabloid shows and such network 
newsmagazines as ABC’s 
PrimeTime Live and Dateline 
NBC are already seeking inter¬ 
views with the attorneys, Schmitz, 
and Jones.” Schmitz’s lawyer has 
been quick to respond that his 
client “has no money” and “some¬ 
body would have to offer a lot of 
money for an interview.” 

It would be unconscionable for 
these shows to offer “a lot of 
money” to any hate criminal. It 
would also be inexcusable if, this 
time around, the media fail once 
more to tell the real story. 

Talk shows are not properly on 
trial here. Including out and open 
queers on television is no crime. 
Killing them is. 

If not the lawyers, then at least 
mainstream journalists should 
examine the Schmitz case by 
focusing on our nation’s epidemic 
of hate violence. The high-profile 
court coverage could, indeed, 
serve as a welcome “wake-up 
call” - by putting homophobia 
itself on trial. 

Insist that the media get it 
right (or at least much less 
wrong) this time around.

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Gays, Christian Right 
Debate Same-Sex Marriage

It was billed as a “debate,” but 
the Thursday, September 26 forum 
in Washington, DC may just be the 
start of an extended public dialog 
between the gay community and 
the Christian right. 

Rich Tafel, executive director 
of the gay Log Cabin Republicans, 
squared off against Martin J. 
Mawyer, president and founder of 
Christian Action Network (CAN), 
to debate “gay marriage.” C- 
SPAN had tentatively agreed to 
tape and broadcast the program, 
but pulled out the night before 
because of scheduling conflicts. 

Mawyer is a stalwart of the 
religious right, having worked for 
Jerry Falwell and written several 
“pro-family” books prior to 
founding the politically oriented 
Christian Action Network in 1990. 
The group’s literature describes 
itself as “the leader in exposing 
and fighting the homosexual 
rights agenda.” In 1992 it ran a 
television commercial attacking 
Bill Clinton’s “support for the gay 
rights platform.” And it fought 
lifting the ban on gays in the mili¬ 
tary. 

So the program began with 
anticipation of sharp rhetoric 
between the two parties. That did¬ 
n’t happen. There was disagree¬ 
ment to be sure, but there also 
seemed to be real discussion and 
movement away from the most 
strident anti-gay language that has 
often characterized much of the 
Christian right. 

Mawyer’s main point was that 
marriage is designed principally 
for children. He even went so far 
as to say, “If there are no plans for 
having kids, the state should stay 
out of it.” He questioned whether 


the state has “a compelling interest 
to license same-sex marriages,” 
and answered negatively. 

Tafel continued the logic of 
that argument. “If the whole rea¬ 
son for marriage is children, then 
we really should have a process by 
which we ask: ‘Are you going to 
have children?’ If you are not, then 
you are not allowed to get mar¬ 
ried.” 

Mawyer was uncomfortable 
denying the option of marriage to 
senior citizens. 

He danced briefly around the 
issue of “whether homosexual 
couples should be allowed to par¬ 
ent children,” without coming to 
any conclusion. It was clear from 
his tone and manner that he was 
troubled by the issue but was not 
willing to issue a blanket condem¬ 
nation of all gays and lesbians as 
unfit parents, nor use the power of 
the state to tear a child from a par¬ 
ent. 

Tafel called marriage “an 
evolving institution. ... At one 
time in history, women were prop¬ 
erty. We wouldn’t argue that 
today.” Likewise, interracial mar¬ 
riage was outlawed in the state of 
Virginia until 1967, when the 
Supreme Court declared the law 
unconstitutional. 

He stressed “the civilizing 
effect of marriage, particularly on 
men,” and urged extension of this 
social contract to include same sex 
couples. “It would only bring long 
term stability” to gay relation¬ 
ships. “There is no more basic 
right than the right to love some¬ 
one, and have that properly recog¬ 
nized.” 

Time-honored bigotry 

“For those who claim that gay 
marriage is an immoral notion,

the name Sheldon was at the 
Office of Political Reform, where 
the California Republican Party 
reported that in 1994 the amount 
of $1,950 was paid to Sheldon’s 
son, Steven, and was charged off 
to “general operation and over¬ 
head.” 

The revelation, made by 
Project Tocsin, a group that 
researches the religious right, 
could bolster the legal arguments 
at the trials of the demonstrators at 
San Francisco’s Hamilton Square 
Baptist Church. Activists have 
long claimed they were not dis¬ 
rupting a religious service - that 
the gathering was really a political 
rally being conducted by Sheldon. 

Sheldon, a registered lobbyist 
with the State of California, has 
not pastored a church for years, 
but still uses the title “Reverend” 
and allegedly is minister in good 
standing with the Presbyterian 
Church in America. 

“For far too many years 
Sheldon has made a more than 
comfortable living as a profes¬ 
sional gaybasher,” said Larry 
Hoover, president of 
Sacramento’s Lambda 

Community Center. “Project 
Tocsin has stated they view the 
gaybashing; the attacks on people 
with AIDS; and the fanatic effort 
to keep gays and lesbians out of 
textbooks, history books, and 
schools as a part of the ‘Sheldon 
Family Full Employment Plan,”’ 
Hoover said, referring to the huge 
numbers of Sheldon kin on the 
TVC payroll. “I think it’s pretty 
obvious when you have Lou and 
his wife Beverly, son Steve and 
daughter Andrea all employed by 


TVC - those poor folks in the 
churches just empty their pockets 
when they’re told they can keep 
those demon gays starving and 
drive them back into the closet 
and kept away from ‘recruiting’ 
their children.” 


non-partisan guide? 

Records do not reveal why the 
$35,000 donation was given or 
how the money was to be used. 
However, based on a 1993 con¬ 
versation with Sheldon and judg¬ 
ing from the timing of the money 
infusion. Project Tocsin’s Jerry 
Sloan has concluded that the 
money was used to finance the 
TVC’s annual Voters Guide for 
the 1994 election. 

“Although the Internal 
Revenue Service requires that 
non-profit, organizations be non¬ 
partisan and that voter guides pro¬ 
duced by non-profits contain fair 
and balanced material, TVC’s 
guides are notorious for the ‘hot 
button’ issues covered,” Sloan 
said. “Abortion, gay rights, prayer 
in schools, creationism are all 
subjects guaranteed to elicit a pro¬ 
grammed response from the 
church groups and evangelicals to 
whom it is distributed,” he said. 

“I’m appalled,” Frank 
Ricchiazzi, a founder of the Log 
Cabin Republican clubs and long¬ 
time political analyst and activist, 
said of the $35,000 donation. 
“What was the reason for it? I’m 
mortified by this. I just keep ask¬ 
ing ‘Why, why?”’ 

Ricchiazzi then asked that 
Tocsin research material be sent to 
him so that he can conduct his 
own investigation into reasons for 
the “donation” to TVC and 
Sheldon. ▼ 


how does it rank against infidelity 
and promiscuity?” Tafel asked 
Mawyer. “You can’t say the gay 
community is a promiscuous com¬ 
munity, while denying any cultur¬ 
al or civil ways of acknowledging 
long term relationships.” 

“The way I view it, and the 
time-honored way that religious 
people view it,” said Mawyer, “is 
we don’t care if the state wants to 
recognize our marriage [and 140 
civil protections and benefits asso¬ 
ciated with that status], that is not 
something we covet. What we 
covet is the fact that the religious 
elements behind our marriage are 
recognized by that church.” 

“I think the reason why you 
don’t covet all of these protections 
is because you have them,” coun¬ 
tered Tafel. “See what happens 
once they are taken away. Try that 
for a while. See what happens 
when you try to visit your wife in 
a hospital or you try to figure out 
your financial status. You will see 
very quickly that you do covet all 
of the civil protections.” 

Moderator Jim Pinkerton sum¬ 
marized the debate by noting that 
both parties were making quasL- 
libertarian arguments, “both are 
expressing some trepidation of the 
power of the state ... a skepticism 
of the ability of the government to 
create some sort of one size fits all 
model for all Americans.” He saw 
the possibility for “an evolving 
coalition” alliance between the 
two on common issues such as 
school choice and the role of gov¬ 
ernment. 

The two groups are discussing 
further public debates. ▼

QUEER WATCH 


Tales from the baths 


by Michael C. Botkin 

t has been a long time since 

' I’ve been to a gay bathhouse. 

' Partly it’s having a pic-line 

sticking out of my arm, 
which seems to disable a lot of my 
cruising ability. And I’ll never for¬ 
get the time I left my beeping pill¬ 
box in a locker at the Hollywood 
Spa: its plaintive cry put a real 
damper on the ambiance. But 
mostly it’s my lack of self-esteem 
and the difficulty I have display¬ 
ing my body nowadays, in con¬ 
trast to the hunk I used to be. 
However, many of my friends still 
go, and I relish the stories they tell 
me of their visits. I get a vicarious 
thrill, and an intimate peek at the 
current state of queer sexuality, 
which was always the thing I liked 
best about the baths anyway. 

The first dish is always - natu¬ 
rally - who else they ran into. 
Almost every visit is sure to pro¬ 
duce an encounter with at least 
one guy who’s in a supposedly 
monogamous relationship. Such 
people always pretend not to see 
you, rather than say hello and have 
to ask you not to mention seeing 
them there. My polite friends play 
along; my rude friends rush up to 
them in the middle of the orgy 
room, bellowing, “Hey, Mark! 
Good to see you! How’s Fred?” 

One friend of mine, who I’ll 
call the Hippie, always ends up 
having sex with men of color at 
the baths. “It’s not that I have any¬ 
thing against whites,” he insists. 
“It’s just that the Anglo gay boys 
there have such a chilly attitude. 
Their angoras may be safely 
tucked away in their lockers, but 
even when they’re naked, you 
can't help but notice that they’re 
stuck-up sweater fags.” 

But then, when he does get it

on with some hot Asian or Latino 
or black dude, he discovers that 
they assume he’s interested only in 
men of their ethnicity, and that 
almost any Asian (or Latino or 
black) will do. 

“I’m not interested specifically 
in Asians, or blacks or whites,” he 
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complains. (Notice he did not 
deny a specific interest in 
Latinos.) “Just hot men with a 
healthy attitude whatever their 
race. Why is that so hard to under¬ 
stand?” 

It must be, we concluded, 
because his color-blind omnivo¬ 
rous attitude is, alas, fairly rare. 
An Asian man who’s had interest 
expressed in him only by Anglos 
who are certified “rice queens” 
can be excused for assuming it’s a 
general attitude. 

Take it off 

It is true that there’s no short¬ 
age of unsafe sex going on at the 
baths, but it’s also true that the 
establishments themselves push 
condoms and safe sex as much as 
possible. The Berkeley 
Steamworks - the major outlet for 
SF gays since the city shut down 
its own baths, the only city besides 
New York to do so - broadcasts 
hourly safe sex reminders over the 
PA system; provides classy, top- 
quality condoms; and offers free 
HIV testing. 

On the one hand, this offers 
you a good excuse to return - 
“Gee, I’ve got to go to the baths 
this Friday to pick up my test 
results” - but it does raise the pos¬ 
sibility of getting told you’re pos¬ 
itive at the beginning of a night at 
the tubs. Getting told you’re an 
HIVer could conceivably put a 
dent in your interest in cruising for 
the evening. 

One friend report going with a 
man to his room who insisted that 
he remove a condom before fuck¬ 
ing him. “I told him I didn’t mind 


wearing it, and he told me he did 
mind and that I should take it off.”' 
Although the risk of HIV is far 
greater for the person getting 
fucked than the fucker, my horri¬ 
fied friend declined and backed 
out of the room. “I assume he was 
positive, or will be very soon. But 
god only knows what other bugs 
he’s got up his butt with such a 
self-destructive attitude. Ick.” 

However, it is also possible to 
find men who are well-informed 
and comfortable with safe sex. 
The notion that the baths are dan¬ 
gerous vectors of disease is most¬ 
ly homophobic hysteria, although 
it was promoted by the infamous 
“Saint Randy” Shilts. The latest 
issue of Diseased Pariah News 
has an editorial denouncing 
Randy, mostly for making up the 
whole Patient Zero crap (“It was 
supposed to be a metaphor,” 
Shilts, the hotshot journalist, later 
said in a belated admission) and 
for bashing the baths while, 
according to repeated reliable eye¬ 
witness reports, continuing to 
patronize them. After he’d suc¬ 
cessfully campaigned to shut them 
down in SF, he’d reputedly jet 
down to LA now and then to do 
the tubs there. 

I don’t know about this last 
point - unlike the previous one, I 
don’t have firsthand eyewitnesses 
who can attest to it - but it is pret¬ 
ty clear that the baths are no major 
public health risk and that the flak 
to that end is essentially homopho¬ 
bic witch-hunting. Cities with 
baths do not have higher HIV 
transmission rates than those with¬ 
out. And self-destructive fuckpigs 
like the one who asked my friend 
to take off the condom are going 
to have unsafe sex no matter what 
we do to limit their options. One 
has to wonder if the bathhouse ban 
is intended to drive the virus to 
extinction, or rather the gay com¬ 
munity. In any event, the baths 
persist despite repeated waves of 
homophobia, sexphobia, and 
AIDSphobia. You just can’t stop 
sex; the best you can do is charge 
admission for it. ▼ 


Brazil’s New AIDS 
Educator Is a Dickhead 

...And the Catholics hate him

The Brazilian government’s 
new AIDS prevention campaign 
lasted only two days before 
Roman Catholic officials con¬ 
demned it. The campaign features 
conversations between a man and 
his penis, named “Braulio,” about 
the use of condoms to prevent the 
spread of ; the disease. Catholic 
officials say the Health Ministry 
should promote abstention rather 
than condom use. 

Cardinal Eugenio Sales of Rio de 
Janeiro said the campaign “damages 
morality and stimulates exactly one 
of the principal vehicles of AIDS, 
sexual relations.” Bishop Dadeus 
Grings said, “A sickness isn’t fought 
by degrading morals and hurling 
people to hell. The church preaches 
chastity and is opposed to the use of 
prophylactics.” 

“The church is highly con¬ 
cerned about preserving human 
dignity and can’t agree with the 
methods adopted to fight AIDS,” 
said Grings. 

Not everyone is opposed to the 
campaign, however: an associa¬ 
tion in Brazil’s Minas Gerais state 
bestowed its 1995 “Macho of the 
Year” award on Braulio the day 
after the Catholics denounced it. 

The winner of that award is nor¬ 
mally named in January, but judges 


of the Macho Movement said they 
decided to give the honor to 
Braulio (who lusts after both men 
and women in the campaign) on 
September 20, because they doubt¬ 
ed they would find a more spectac¬ 
ular show of masculinity in the 
remaining three months of the year. 

Previous Macho of the Year 
awards were granted to former 
president Itamar Franco, after he 
danced with a semi-naked model 
during the 1994 Carnival, and to. 
soccer player Nonato, who kicked 
a woman referee during a champi¬ 
onship match. 

The ad has also come under so 
much fire from Brazilians named 
Braulio, officials said they are 
searching for another name. 

Jose Araujo, who heads a 
Brazilian group that has advised 
the government in its campaign, 
called for an end to the “foolish¬ 
ness” over the name. 

“Every day that the campaign 
is suspended, one or more people 
will be contaminated with the 
AIDS virus. The Health Ministry 
should be discussing the use of 
new medicines, not the name of a 
penis,” he said. 

The Brazilian Consulate in San 
Francisco confirmed to the Bay 
Area Reporter that a new name 
had been chosen, but no one could 
confirm what it was. T

ICAAC reportback: women

P11P his is the second of sever-

San Francisco. Last week the find¬ 
ings of the AIDS Clinical Trials 
Group study on combination ther¬ 
apy were reported. Future articles 
will also discuss other general 
research; this one focuses on 
women-specific research. 


Spanking the 
pharmaceuticals 

ICAAC is an annual meeting of 
the American Society for 
Microbiology, where thousands of 
studies regarding cancer and other 
diseases are presented. In recent 
years, an increasing percentage of 
the presentations have regarded 
HIV/AIDS. 

At high noon on the first day of 
the conference, ACT UP/Golden 
Gate held the first demonstration 
ever in the 35 years of ICAAC. Its 
purpose was to enlighten confer¬ 
ence attendees (a rather conserva¬ 
tive crowd) on the reprehensible 
behavior of many pharmaceutical 
companies - especially regarding 
expanded access and profiteering. 

The conference organizers 
feared we would disrupt the meet¬ 
ing, the convention center security 
were prepared for civil disobedi¬ 
ence (there were almost as many 
police as protesters), the police 
were relatively cooperative, and 
the onlookers didn’t know what to 
expect. What they got was street 
theatre. 

Several ACT UP/GG members 
played the part of pharmaceutical 
representatives gone-back-to- 
school while another played the 
school master. The demo/play 
ended with corporal punishment 
for all. The demo was the buzz of 
the bathrooms all week and 
responsible for recruitment of at 
least one pharmaceutical spy. 


HIV pathogenesis 
in women 

Two French studies and one 
from a Palo Alto researcher may 
eventually provide some insight 
into the pathogenesis of HIV 
infection in women, as well as 
infectibility of cervicovaginal 
secretions. French researchers 
documented increased levels of 
HIV enhancing cytokines in vagi¬ 
nal secretions. 

Cytokines are sort of like 
growth factor for immune cells, 
including those infected with HIV. 
The French also reported 
decreased production of the 
immunoglobulins IgAl and IgA2 
in the cervicovaginal secretions of 
women with progressed AIDS. 
These immunoglobulins are 
thought to provide some protec¬ 
tive value against HIV. 

The AIDS Research Center in 
Palo Alto and Harvard University 
measured HIV levels in vaginal 
secretions of HIV-positive 
women. Measurable amounts of 
HIV were found by ICDp24, PCR, 
and bDNA throughout the entire 
menstrual cycle - with ICDp24 
having the most variability 
between labs. 


and cervical dysplasia 

Researchers from the CDC, 
University of Miami, and Mount 
Sinai Medical Center observed 43 
HIV-positive and 162 negative 
women with PID. They found that 
HIV+ women presented with 
more progressed disease although 
the women in this study did not 


delay seeking care. 

Researchers felt this suggests 
that HIV has a biologic effect on 
PID. 

The HIV+ women responded 
well to a full 4-10 day course of 
therapy as did negative women, 
although not quite as well over 2- 
3 days. This suggests that not only 
should HIV-positive women seek 
treatment for PID and its causes 
(such as Chlamydia infection), but 
be certain to complete therapy. 

Bacterial Vaginosis (BV) is a 
fairly common gynecological 
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infection that can be sexually 
transmitted. Data were presented 
on 427 HIV+ and 290 HIV- 
women enrolled in a multisite 
study headed by the CDC looking 
at rates of BV and other sexually 
transmitted diseases. All the 
women had participated in similar 
HIV risk behavior; and matched 
by age and ethnicity. HIV status or 
immunosuppression did not factor 
into the risk of BV. However, 
women with BV were less likely 
to use condoms, more likely to 
have douched in the last 48 hours, 
currently using IV drugs, or had 
more than one sexual partner. 

Although not HIV-specific, 
some interesting research was pre¬ 
sented regarding Human 
Papillomavirus (HPV, genital 
warts). Researchers at the 
University of Maryland and Johns 
Hopkins investigated the occur¬ 
rence and outcome of cervical 
HPV infection among 416 sexual¬ 
ly active college women (ages 
ranging from 18-35) who attended 
a clinic for routine gyn care. 
Researchers collected behavioral 
information and pap smears from 
the women every six months. At 
enrollment, HPV was detected in 
35% of the women. Most of those 
women had cancer-associated 
types of HPV. Independent predic¬ 
tors of infection included older 
age, higher number of sexual part¬ 
ners, and failure to always use 
condoms. 

A group at the University of 
British Columbia produced infor¬ 
mation from a Canadian database 
regarding prevalence of cervical 
dysplasia (a pre-cancerous condi¬ 
tion) in the general population and 
compared this to a cohort of HIV+ 
women followed over several 
years. Although the study revealed 
that cervical dysplasia was more 
prevalent in HIV-positive women, 
most dysplasia was mild or mod¬ 
erate and no aggressive progres¬ 
sion was noted. This differs from 
previous studies which have sug¬ 
gested more severe dysplasia in 
immune-compromised women. 
CD4 counts were not included in 
this abstract. 

Several studies regarding sexu¬ 
ally transmitted diseases stressed 
the need to provide education 
regarding HIV at STD clinics and 
visa versa. One abstract suggested 
that it is not so much the fact that 
a women has an STD which puts 
her at risk of HIV infection as the 
environmental, socioeconomic 
and demographic factors which 
put her at risk of both infections - 
concluding that STD and HIV pre¬ 
vention efforts should be directed 
at communities as well as individ¬ 
uals. 


Genital/perianal warts 

Regarding treatment of genital 
and perianal warts, a trial of 
Imiquimod Cream (3M 
Pharmaceuticals) in HIV-negative 
subjects was presented. 
Imiquimod Cream (IQ) stimulates 
the production of interferon and 
other cytokines. Previous research 
had documented a 40% clearance 
(of warts) rate when used 3 


days/week for eight weeks. This 
study was designed to see if IQ 
cream used nightly (with two dif¬ 
ferent dosages) for sixteen weeks 
or until clearance, would be more 
effective without increased toxici¬ 
ty. 71% of patients (49 of 94) on 
5% cream used daily had complete 
clearance with nine recurrences 
compared to 16% (13 of 90) clear¬ 
ance on 1 % cream with two recur¬ 
rences. Although the abstract did 
not provide a detailed gender 
breakdown (and I missed the pre¬ 
sentation), it did say that clearance 
rates were higher in women than 
in men, possibly because of 
increased mucosal drug penetra¬ 
tion. Skin irritations were com¬ 
mon but considered tolerable. 
However, this brings to mind con¬ 
cerns regarding increased risk of 
HIV infection or other STDs if 
safe sex is not practiced consis¬ 
tently by patients using IQ or sim¬ 
ilar creams. Changes in lab values 
which might suggest increased 
toxicity were not observed in the 
higher dosages. 

Preliminary data were also pre¬ 
sented on two Herpes Simplex 
vaccines. One produced by Chiron 
Biocine in Emeryville, was 
administered by intramuscular 
injections to HIV-negative women- 
with and. without herpes infec¬ 
tions. Virtually every patient had 
specific immune responses to the 
vaccine as determined by IgG and 
IgA levels in cervical fluids. 
Another vaccine that involves 
immunization with a particular 
HSV gene is being researched in 
mice, OH. Although preliminary, 
the immunizations produced B 
and T cell responses in the ani¬ 
mals. ▼

Milk Library, “The Edge of 
Revolt,” was a retrospective look 
at pre-Stonewall politics in San 
Francisco. 

“What it’s really doing is dis¬ 
playing the history of lesbian and 
gay books being published,” 
explained McCowan. Part of this 
job includes dispelling the myth 
that The Well of Loneliness and 
Rubyfruit Jungle were the only 
examples of serious lesbian litera¬ 
ture before post-Stonewall femi¬ 
nist publishing houses of the 
1970s made it a little easier for 
lesbian Fiction to flourish. This 
month’s exhibit includes about 20 
serious lesbian-themed novels that 
were published before 1950, all 
written by a lesbian author and 
positive in content. 

Many novels and short stories 
written by gay men will also be 
exhibited, and McCowan noted 
the differences between lesbians 
and gay men, especially before 
Stonewall. “The boys have always 
had some access to mainstream 
publishing,” she said, and were 
able to create openly gay charac¬ 
ters in serious pieces of writing. 
“They got hardback sales,” she 
also observed, “and got 
reviewed.” 

McCowan said that the current 
trend of lesbian mysteries and 
romances are direct literary 
descendants of earlier pulp fiction. 
Thousands of lesbian pulp books 
were written between 1952 and 
1965, she said, with 90 percent of 
it actually written by up-and-com¬ 
ing male writers like John 
MacDonald. “It’s really the first 
genre that we’ve got,” she said. 
Those books originally sold for 35 
cents, but now many go for $50 or 
more. “A number of these are rare, 
some are valuable.”

widow, otherwise known as Jose 
Sarria, the first openly gay may- 
oral candidate, who once exited 
San Francisco in a hot air balloon. 

From October 16 through 22, a 
14-piece drag costume of the 
1950s worn by the “Baroness von 
Dickoff ’ will be on display. 

Then, from October 23 through 
Halloween, five costumes previ¬ 
ously worn by Sylvester will be 
displayed. McCowan told the 
B.A.R. that people frequently ask 
to see his costumes since 
“Sylvester was such a part of the 
history of the Castro. 

“The reason for the short time 
[of each display] is basically for 
preservation,” he said. “You can 
only display clothing for so long 
before light and the heat starts to 
make them disintegrate.” 

To further prevent damage, 
strips of UV coating will be 
placed on the inside of the win¬ 
dows. 

Shirts happen 

Speaking of window displays, 
20 years of gay-themed T-shirts 
will be shown at High Gear on 
Castro and 19th streets through 
October 31. That display, accord¬ 
ing to exhibit organizer Jim 
Duggins, is “the story of a peo¬ 
ple,” and was created to force peo¬ 
ple to think differently about the 
concept of history. “All too often,” 
he said, “people think of history as 
culture.” The shirts on display are 
part of the 400-plus shirts in the 
Gay and Lesbian History Society 
archives, half of which are politi¬ 
cal in nature. 

“Celebrating Diversity: We 
Are Everywhere, History on 
Fabric” contains 27 shirts repre¬ 
senting five areas: professional 
organizations, social organiza¬ 
tions, arts and literature, recre¬ 
ation, and sports. They include 
one of the original Gay Olympics 
shirts; one from San Francisco 
General Hospital’s AIDS ward, 
Ward 5A; Gay American Indians; 
Lavender Godzilla (GAPA); 
Living Sober; the 1989 March on 
Washington; Gay Men’s Chorus; 
Bay Area Network of Gay and 
Lesbian Educators; the UC Gay, 
Lesbian, and Bisexual Alliance; 
and Stanford University’s gay 
organization, “Out on the Farm.” 

Organizers avoided including 
any commercial shirts from bars, 
bathhouses, or restaurants, 
according to Duggins, because 
“we didn’t want to slight anyone, 
and we don’t have all of them.” 

This is one of the few opportu¬ 
nities to view the shirts, although 
Duggins said that will change 
once they are photographed by 
volunteers and catalogued on CD- 
ROM disks.

F ilmmaker John Waters has 
probably had a bigger hand in 
shaping queer humor than 
anyone else over the past 25 
years. We quote lines from his 
movies the way pur nelly forefa¬ 
thers must have quoted the witti¬ 
cisms of Oscar Wilde a century 
ago. (Nobody asked, but my vote 
for the best Waters couplet goes to, 
“I love you more than my hair 
color. I love you more than my own 
shit” from Pink Flamingos . ) 

With his brilliant wit and wealth 
of charisma, the forever Baltimore- 
based Waters is a natural-born 
stand-up comic. The 49-year-old 
director has been displaying his 
off-the-cuff funniness as an occa¬ 
sional guest on Comedy Central’s 
Politically Incorrect lately, but, 
unfortunately, smug, self-enamored 
host Bill Maher and dull fellow 
panelists make that show nearly 
unwatchable. A much better setting 
for Waters’ comedy will be the 
Cowell Theater, where he’s bring¬ 
ing his “Shock Value” rant this 
weekend as part of this year’s Solo 
Mio Festival. 

Waters describes the theme of 
his comic monologue as “the thin 
line between good bad taste and 
bad bad taste.” Of course Waters 
has been the national arbiter in all 
matters of bad taste ever since his 
zero-budget Pink Flamingos 
became an underground cult hit 
over two decades ago.

Queer Mill Valley Films Have Broad Appeal 


W hen Torch Song Trilogy was in initial release, Harvey 
Fierstein defined the difference between it and other 
films with lesbian or gay characters: “Most movies 
involve a gay person in a straight world or a gay story 
set in a straight world. This is a gay story set in a gay world - 
where the heterosexuals only come in to torture us.” 

Torch Song stood out in an era when few mainstream films 
with queer content got made at all. Owing to Matthew 
Broderick’s presence it “crossed over” somewhat, though the 


bulk of its patrons appeared to be from the gay community. In the 
’90s, producers are less skittish about gay topics, but the rela¬ 
tively meager grosses of Bar Girls, Jeffrey and other recent works 
indicate the need to supply “something for everyone” - charac¬ 
ters and situations to which the majority audience can directly 
relate - to entice large numbers into theatres. 

It may only be coincidence, but the lesbians and gays in three 
of the four queer-tinged features in this year’s Mill Valley Film

T o Die For, gay director Gus Van Sant’s 
latest film, from a script by Buck 
Henry, is being trumpeted hither and 
yon as a breakthrough satirical black 
comedy about America’s obsession with the 
media, only it’s not very funny and its 
insights into our cultural habits are nothing 
we haven’t heard before.

tor keeps trying to top herself with 
one crazy scene after another and 
eventually can’t. 

In her search for a man, Fanny 
turns to her palm-reading neigh¬ 
bor Orfeo (Pierre Sanoussi-Bliss), 
who, for a double whammy of 
exoticism, is gay and black. Petra 
in Night is also black, but though 
her race is acknowledged, it does¬ 
n’t seem to be fueling her perky 
persona the way Orfeo’s is. For a 
film with many sardonic 
moments, there’s precious little 
irony during Orfeo’s late-in-the- 
game, rueful declaration that he 
was bom into the wrong family, 
time and place and hasn’t got the 
“right color” skin. “What do I 


have?” he asks plaintively. 

One doesn’t mean here to 
chide Dorrie for political incor¬ 
rectness, but rather lack of origi¬ 
nality: this type of hyperactive but 
ultimately woebegone black gay 
character is tired, however sym¬ 
pathetic he may be or proficiently 
Sanoussi-Bliss may play him.

Festival exist in a decidedly 
straight universe. On the plus side, 
this strategy is more realistic: 
most of us do not immerse our¬ 
selves in totally gay milieus. One 
wonders, though, why so many 
viewers find it difficult to appreci¬ 
ate the universality of incidents in 
queer folks’ lives. 

Hubby out, dyke in 

In Bushwhacked (a.k.a. 
“Gazon Maudit,” French slang for 
“dyke”), Marijo, a butch lesbian 
(played by director Josiane 
Balasko), befriends Loli (Victoria 
Abril), a housewife whose hus¬ 
band (Alain Chabat) is cheating 
on her. When Loli decides Marijo 
can give her the tenderness her 
spouse cannot, she kicks him out 
of her bed and invites Marijo in. 

Though this scenario may 
sound like a recipe for stereotyp¬ 
ing, Balasko instead crafts the best 
lesbian comedy of the year. With 
its deft delineation of the shifting 
power dynamic of a three-way 
homo/hetero relationship. Bush¬ 
whacked is also the season’s most 
sophisticated lesbian film - if one 
can apply this label at all, given 
the equal focus on heterosexual 
concerns. (Note: If you miss 
Bushwhacked at Mill Valley, look 
for it in January, perhaps under 
another moniker. Its distributor, 
Miramax, is pondering new titles 
so as to avoid confusion with the 
same-named 20th-Century Fox 
film.) 

The old switcheroo 

Marijo happens into the mar¬ 
ried woman’s life when her car 
breaks down near Loli’s house and 
the lesbian keeps fabricating rea¬ 
sons to return. A similar manipula¬ 
tion of events brings together the 
protagonists of When Night Is 
Falling, the latest from Patricia 
Rozema ( I’ve Heard the 
Mermaids Singing ). The first 
meeting of Camille (Pascale 
Bussieres), a divinity college pro¬ 
fessor and Petra (Rachel 
Crawford), a circus performer, 
takes place at a launderette, the 
second when Petra returns 
Camille’s clothing, which she’d 
deliberately switched with hers. 

Camille is engaged to one of 
her male colleagues (Henry 
Czerny), but slowly realizes that 
she’s lesbian. Night has pacing 
problems early on, but the narra¬ 
tive coalesces about halfway 
through. Audacious Petra helps 
Camille accept her true nature and 
Camille provides Petra a certain 
stability she’s been lacking prior 
to their acquaintance. 

Forced farce 

Nobody Loves Me, Doris 
Dome’s farce about a just-turn¬ 
ing-30 airport security guard 
named Fanny Fink (Maria 
Schrader) who can’t find love, has 
been described as “Felliniesque.” 
Unfortunately, Nobody is closer to 
late Fellini than the master’s best 
work; despite Dorrie’s inventive 
use of the camera and her film’s 
snappy art direction, the whole 
endeavor feels forced. The direc-

Nadja: Dressed Up, Nowhere to Go 


Lezzie Vampires 
from SoHo

S o, Nadja (Elina Lowen- 
sohn), the title character 
in Michael Almereyda’s 
Nadja, is Count Dracula’s 
daughter, see, and she’s living in 
New York in the ’90s and dressing 
in black and wearing lots of eye¬ 
liner and longing for love. She 
seduces and vampirizes a girl, 
Lucy (Galaxy Craze), who’s living 
with a guy but is obviously a clos¬ 
et dyke ‘cuz she has a really great 
haircut. Nadja’s also hunting for 
her undead twin brother Edgar 
(Jared Harris), so she can destroy 
him and get Dad’s apartment. And 
Peter Fonda is Dr. Van Helsing, a 
vampire hunter everyone thinks is 
nuts (maybe if he had better hair 
they’d take him more seriously). 
So Van Helsing and his nephew 
Jim (Martin Donovan) track Nadja 
down, and they find out that Jim’s 
girlfriend is the chick that Nadja 
seduced and zombified. Then 
some stuff happens, and then some 
other stuff happens, and then it 
ends. 

As you can tell, I was deeply 
engaged by this movie. 

Nadja is very pretty. I’ll give it 
that. It has good, classy black-and- 
white photography (by Jim 
DeNault), and many of the actors 
are very nice to look at. Very nice, 
in fact. I was especially enamored 
of Renfield (Karl Geary), Nadja’s 
sensitive, long-haired slave-boy, 
and Edgar, Nadja’s sensitive, long¬ 
haired vampire brother, and Lucy, 
Nadja’s tomboy girlfriend. They 
have those odd, jagged kind of 
good looks. You won’t find them 
in Tiger Beat magazine, but they 
do turn over the old engine - for a 
while, anyway. 

But basically, Nadja is a waste 
of time. It’s slow and dull and self¬ 
consciously arty, chock-full of 
what my friend Marian calls vam¬ 
pire angst, and it takes itself way 
too seriously. (The executive pro¬ 
ducer is David Lynch; why am I 
not surprised?) There’s not much 
sex, either, which is a shame given 
all the pretty people running 
around. 

And the lesbian stuff is just the 
same old same old. The “real” les¬ 
bian/bi character, Nadja, is a 
seducer, a predator, a corrupter of 
innocence, who leeches off the 
lifeblood of nice het women 
because (literally, in this case) she 
has no life of her own. The girl she

seduces, Lucy, is really a nice girl, 
just misguided, and once she’s 
freed from the hypnotizing spell of 
the nasty lezzie vampire woman, 
she goes back to her man where 
she belongs. Gag, yawn. The 
movie doesn’t have enough origi¬ 
nal vision or erotic energy to get 
away with this crap. 

If you’re a fan of arty camera¬ 
work, or if you like looking at pret¬ 
ty people on a movie screen, or if 
you’re reeeeeaaallly into vam¬ 
pires, I suppose Nadja might be 
worthwhile. But probably not. 
Rent Interview with the Vampire 
instead. It’ll be much more fulfill¬ 
ing. ▼

ation. Amanda Plummer turns in 
an attention-getting performance 
as Eunice, a deranged lesbian (or 
bisexual, depending on how one 
perceives these matters) on a mur¬ 
der spree in Butterfly Kiss. 
Michael Winterbottom’s film is 
for all those who theorized that 
Basic Instinct “empowered” les¬ 
bians because they got to victim¬ 
ize the people who usually victim¬ 
ize them. An extra plus with 
Butterfly: women attracted to 
women actually make love - one 
of them draped in chains, no less. 

As the film begins, Eunice is 
looking for her lost love Judith. 
She murders the first woman who 
tells her she isn’t Judith and short¬ 
ly thereafter douses herself with 
gasoline from a service-station 
pump in a general show of crazi¬ 
ness. 

Seeing this, the station’s clerk, 
Miriam (Saskia Reeves), chucks 


her job and becomes Eunice’s 
partner in high crime. Why? 
Miriam is needy and her life is 
dull. As the two intentionally 
clueless wonders hit the road, 
Miriam thinks she can change 
Eunice for the better. Eunice 
warns her that the reverse is more 
likely to happen. 

Since Butterfly makes no con¬ 
nection between its leads’ sexuali¬ 
ty and their murderous rampage, it 
won’t arouse too many queer 
media activists. Butterfly's vari¬ 
ous parts are executed proficiently 
enough (the shooting is especially 
noteworthy), but it’s all atmos¬ 
phere and affectation, with much 
of the action sketchily motivated, 
even on the film’s terms. ▼

Camp is too toothless a term to 
B5 applied to Pink Flamingos. It 
may describe Joan Crawford 
wielding an axe in Strait-Jacket, 
but it doesn’t do justice to Water’s 
leading lady and muse, Divine, 
relishing a morsel of dog turd at 
the climax of Flamingos, not to 
mention the movie’s other scenes 
of murder, incest, cannibalism and 
chicken fucking. 

After Pink Flamingos, Waters 
honed his skills as writer and 
director with Female Trouble 
(’74), Desperate Living (’77) and 
Polyester (’81). With each, he 
inched closer to the Hollywood 
mainstream without compromis¬ 
ing his anarchic comic vision. 
Waters’ next feature, and sadly his 
last with Divine, Hairspray 
(1988), was a bonafide hit, a 
movie that won praise from an 
esteemed film critic (Pauline Kael) 
and packed kids into the multiplex. 

Waters’ last two movies, Cry 
Baby (‘90) and Serial Mom (‘94), 
weren’t as successful, but hopes 
are high for the film he is current¬ 
ly writing, Cecil B. Demented, 
which he describes as “a comedy 
about a demented young filmmak¬ 
er who kidnaps an A-list 
Hollywood star and forces her to 
act in his own Super 8 movie.” 

In a recent phone interview to 
plug his Solo Mio show. Waters 
declined to go into detail about 
Cecil B. Demented. (He has a 
Woody Allenesque aversion to 
talking about his movies before 
they’re released.) He was eager to 
chat about a slew of other subjects, 
though, from his favorite young 
filmmakers to the current scourge 
of “family values drag queens.” 

John Blanco: Within the bad 
taste theme, what is your lecture

going to touch on? 

John Waters: It covers every¬ 
thing from crime to movie stars to 
the making of all my films to the 
movies I wish I could make to 
extreme Catholic behavior before 
the Reformation (laughs). It has a 
lot of subjects in it. Basically, it’s 
an hour-long sermon or rant about 
what’s interesting me these days. 

What are some of the more out¬ 
rageous things you've been asked 
lately? 

Recently I gave this talk at a 
college, and at the end I was sitting 
at a table autographing stuff for the 
audience. And this girl comes up 
and whips her bloody tampax right 
out of her body and puts it on the 
table for me to autograph.

“I eat shit every day.” I didn’t 
know quite what to say. I was 
pushing the down button on the 
elevator very quickly. 

Do experiences like that turn 
you off to the lecture circuit? 

No, I love these lectures. 
They’re like vaudeville. 

Are you going to talk about 
your new movie? 

I never like to talk about my 
movie while I’m writing it. I think 
growing up Catholic has made me 
superstitious about some things 
and that’s one of them. You know, 
you talk about a movie for three 
years after you make it. I don’t 
think you should talk about it 
before you make it.

Life After Oscar for James Lescesne's Trevor 


Simply Trevoriffic

ike many actors, James 

Lecesne has a crowd of 

characters running around 
' under his skin, but what’s 
special about Lecesne is that one of 
his characters, a gay adolescent 
named Trevor, won an Academy 
Award earlier this year. 

Trevor, a short film written by 
Lecesne based on a character he 
created, for his one-man show Word 
of Mouth, captured the Oscar for 
Best Short Subject. This sparkling 
piece of celluloid has been making 
the rounds at film festivals - includ¬ 
ing the San Francisco International 
Lesbian and Gay Film Festival, 
where it was greeted with ovation 
after ovation at every screening - 
ever since. The New York-based 
Lecesne (pronounced less-seen) 
made his first trip to San Francisco 
earlier this week when he brought 
Trevor and the rest of Word of 
Mouth to this year’s ultra gay- 
friendly Solo Mio Theater Festival. 

So how does a nice theater actor 
end up with a lovely gold statuette 
writing about a gay teen? “Trevor 
was just one of those experiences 
that tumble out of you,” Lecesne 
says in a phone interview from his 
Greenwich Village apartment. 
“The character comes from a part 
of everyone’s adolescence, and 
that’s what makes him and the film 
so great. People relate to Trevor not 
because he’s gay but because he’s 
dealing with issues of sexuality and 
how it feels to have a crush on 
someone. Even straight kids relate 
to it.” 

Lecesne says Trevor, a spirited, 
Diana Ross-obsessed youth who, 
in the throes of unrequited first 
love, attempts suicide by ingesting 
a bottle of aspirin, grew out of his 
own adolescence in New Jersey. 
“Anyone growing up gay in the 
suburbs knows what Trevor is 
going through,” Lecesne explains. 
“The suburbs offer a pretty narrow 
world. You just don’t see your own 
choices reflected out there. I had a 
lovely ...” the actor pauses in 
thought. “No, never mind. I’m 
lying. I didn’t have a lovely time as 
a child.” 

While Lecesne continues to 
work in the theater, he is flirting 
with Hollywood. Things, as they 
say, are in development. “I’ve had 
a lot of free lunches and sat in a lot 
of offices,” he says. ‘Talking to 
people in the movie business is like 
talking to people in another world. 
But I’m always fascinated by them 
- by what they’re wearing, how 
they sound, where they’re sitting. 
When we made the movie, I had 
ten seconds of absolute revelation. 
Suddenly I understood why people 
spend so much time and money 
making movies. I understood for 
that brief moment what made it 
magical.” 

Die-hard Thespian 

Though he had never quite 
“gotten” the magic of movies 
before, Lecesne says he has always 
understood the magic of theater. 
Inspired by Ruth Draper, whom 
Lecesne calls the ,“great grand¬ 
mother of contemporary monolo- 
gists,” and Lily Tomlin, Lecesne 
has spent the last 15 years honing 
his craft as actor and writer. “I 
believe in theater completely,” he 
says. “But I think people are losing 
faith in it. That’s why solo shows 
are so important now: I think peo¬ 
ple getting in front of other people 
and telling the truth is helping 
bring theater back to a place of 
honesty. People are telling their 
truths, and audiences are more 
willing to hear one person’s truth 
than they are an entire play. We’re 
hungry for essence and can’t get 
enough of it from each other. When 
one person stands in front of you

Gildardo Enrique, Open Studios 
Celebrate Spirit of Creation 


Art Attack

gjfB) pen Studios is one of 
!|| those perfect ideas. Over 
.. four weekends in 
* October, a whopping 500 
San Francisco artists unlock their 
studios to the public and offer a 
first-hand look at their work. 
You’ll find no fancy galleries with 
designer prices or preening elitists 
looking to make obscure judg¬ 
ments. Instead, Open Studios 
offers an intimate visit to the spots 
where art is created. Painting, 
sculpture, video, photography, 
drawing, jewelry, prints, wearable 
art and much more are waiting for 
the casual observer, the talent 
scout or the committed patron. 
Bartering is acceptable and good 
deals are virtually guaranteed. 

One artist happy to be making 
his debut with Open Studios this 
year is 35-year-old painter 
Gildardo Enrique. A handsome, 
gym-toned man from Guanajuato, 
Mexico, Enrique paints from 
memory and emotion. In his 
delightful “Self-Portrait with 
Bananas” he appears as a serious 
two-year-old boy in overalls with 
closely-cropped hair. The paint¬ 
ing was not inspired by a casual 
boyhood moment - it was sug¬ 
gested by a photo taken for his 
violent father, who had left the 
family. “Like a momento for my 
dearest daddy,” is the translation 
of a message on the back of the 
painting. 

“Everything I paint relates to 
friends, my mother, family, lovers 
or me,” says Enrique. “I explore 
nostalgia, beautiful memories and 
traumas, poverty and hopeless¬ 
ness.” Enrique has been given few 
privileges. His mother wove hats 
to support nine children. Enrique 
could not enroll in art school as a 
poor child, but would draw for 
hours and gaze without aid of 
electric light at prints of the Old 
Masters, Goya, Rembrandt and 
painters of the Italian 



Renaissance. Some of his sub¬ 
jects, such as simple but eloquent 
citrus fruit or a lone woman in 
Dolores Park, show a debt to 
Wayne Thiebaud and Edward 
Hopper. He uses strong colors and 
indulges in long shadows and 
images of alienation. 

Enrique arrived illegally in 
California in 1978 and has since 
learned English and become a res¬ 
ident. He settled first in Salinas, 
then Santa Cruz and finally San 
Francisco. For a while he worked 
in a machine shop, supporting a 
sister and niece. Then he came 
out, dated a “jerk” and went 


“crazy.” His self-portraits reveal 
much of this pain. There is noth¬ 
ing in “Me in a Dream” to suggest 
it’s about alien abduction, but 
Enrique’s expression is stem and 
humorless. “Crown” has green- 
and blue-tinted crowns tracking 
across a canvas of bright red- 
orange. “Parade” is a none-too-

I n the credits for Fanci’s Persuasion, you’ll see that the part of Irene Wiesenthal is played by Justin 
Bond (above left) as Kiki Derane, as in the insane Miss Kiki Derane who graced Eichelberger’s stage 
many times last year. It’s Bond’s character-within-a-character variation on the saggy-breasted, 
liquored-up lounge singer that gives this locally-made film its only good moments. In the movie, 
Kiki/Irene is the mother of Fanci (Jessica Patton), a young lesbian who is nervously preparing for her wed¬ 
ding to girlfriend Loretta (Boa). On the eve of their nuptials, a “spell” settles upon San Francisco, prompt¬ 
ing some misadventures, mostly of the sexual kind, among Fanci, Loretta and other members of the wed¬ 
ding party. But it isn’t hard to ignore the movie’s straining-to-be-fanciful story line, or its simple-minded 
ideas about family and sexuality, and just concentrate on the frequently unhinged Kiki/Irene. Her funniest 
scene comes late in the movie when - in a gold lame coat and a teased fall - she prowls a San Francisco 
street, sniffing at doorways in an attempt to hunt down her philandering husband. Moments like these make 
you wish this movie was Kiki ’s Persuasion instead. ▼ —John Blanco

in Open Studios. The riches awaiting the 
intrepicTart explorer are virtually limitless. As with any 
good idea. Open Studios has taken on a life of 
its own. Though celebrating its 20th anniver¬ 
sary, Open Studios is still an imposing exer¬ 
cise in administration. Attendance typically 
exceeds 35,000 per year. An Open Studios 
Directory, map, various receptions and pared 
down exhibits at Embarcadero Center and 
SOMAR Gallery add to the proceedings. 

It’s not as complicated or exhausting as it 
may seem. Because of the number of participat¬ 
ing artists, studios are grouped according to neigh¬ 
borhood: artists in the Sunset, Richmond, Western 
Addition, Haight, Pacific Heights, Marina, Russian Hill 
and North Beach will open their studios October 7 and 
8; studios in the Castro, Noe Valley, Mission, Bernal 
Heights and Mount Davidson will be open October 14 
and 15; artists of Civic Center, South of Market, 

Potrero Hill and Bayview will open studios October 
21 and 22; and studios in Hunters Point Naval 
Shipyard at the end of Evans/Innes Street, east of So What, by Max L. White, one of 500 artists 

Third Street, will be open October 28 and 29. Studio participating in ArtSpan's Open Studios, 

hours are 11 a.m. to 6 p.m. 

Can’t wade through all the choices? All this art 

makes your feet hurt? Open Studios also has a store at the Embarcadero with representative work of 50 
artists in one location. Admission is free. Maps of the studios are available at the South of Market 
(SOMAR) Gallery, 934 Brannan Street, the Open Studios Store at Embarcadero Center and elsewhere. The 
Artists Directory includes photographs of each artist’s work, addresses, telephone numbers and a brief 
statement from the artist. Directories are $10 and the maps are $1. If more answers are needed, call ArtSpan 
at (415) 861-9838.

subtle statement on corporate 
nihilism, as identically clad brief¬ 
case-toting businessmen walk 
over a bright yellow surface. To 
heighten the sense of impersonali¬ 
ty, their heads float off the bound¬ 
aries of the canvas. 

Enrique considers tortured 
artist Frida Kahlo a major influ¬ 
ence. “I saw her paintings at a 
museum in Mexico City in 1976,” 
he recalls. “I was overwhelmed by 
the pain and emotion.” He painted 
a striking ashen-colored portrait of 
Frida using nothing but his fin¬ 
gers. In a pique of empathy he cre¬ 
ated another piece with himself as 
a Kahlo lookalike. “Mi mama y 
yo” is a tribute to Enrique’s moth¬ 
er. She is partially hiding behind 
roses while a young Gildardo 
stands in the background. “She 
always felt ugly and worked hard, 
Enrique says. “She was a beautiful 
singer, but insecure.” 


Some of the artist’s work has 
direct references to being gay. 
“Raul” is a portrait of Enrique’s 
first serious boyfriend. “Mark” is 
a small painting of a young gay 
man looking pensive in the right 
foreground while surrounded by 
tall buildings. The architecture of 
the painting confines him and mir¬ 
rors his psychological state. “Two 
of Me” includes two childhood 
self-portraits, one in light 
blue/gray, the other in light green, 
on one canvas. “It’s about loneli¬ 
ness, self-hatred, being gay and 
unsure. I was shrinking inside.” 

Enrique’s work dwells on seri¬ 
ous themes, but is never morbid or 
sensational. His subjects have 
been pummeled, they exist in a 
troubled condition, but are not 
defeated. Bright neon colors 
infuse their landscapes. And 
Enrique is hardly self-pitying. 
From his home in the Castro, he 
openly explores the far comers of 
his sexuality. “Obsession” is a 
multi-hued self-portrait of 
Enrique’s dick, abdomen and 
thighs. “Ever since being sexual, I

says with a smile. More direct 
exhibitionism was available when 
he appeared in a safe sex video 
last week at the Castro Theater. ▼

Renewal

W w f wo dance events over the 
last weekend breathed new 

■ life into the notion of com¬ 
munity-based dance and 
reminded us what the original 
goals of the form were intended to 
be. Rick Darnell and the High Risk 
Group returned after a long 
absence with a 1994 work. Let 
Sleeping Dogs Lie; and Pearl 
Ubungen Dancers and Musicians 
tore up United Nations Plaza with a 
site-based, no-punches-pulled 
political piece that was impressive 
in both scale and execution. 

Having Rick Darnell back in 
the Bay Area - both as a resident 
and in residence at the Jon Sims 
Center - is something of a miracle 
for San Francisco performing arts. 
Two years ago, Darnell seemed to 
have pretty much used himself up 
and, when he blew town, in ill 
health and fresh from a hard fall off 
the wagon, a lot of folks thought 
they’d never see him again. And 
that is where the little miracle 
comes in. 

The High Risk Group began 
giving “garage” performances - 
SF’s answer to New York’s “down¬ 
town” dance scene - in the late 
1980s. Darnell describes the High 
Risk Group’s work as “cultural 
artistic activism”; the “high risk” in 
the name refers as much to the 
health of its members as it does to 
the edginess of the company’s per¬ 
formances. From the beginning. 
High Risk was more or less a pick¬ 
up company, and its members lived 
more or less pick-up lives out of a 
warehouse space in the Mission 
(they were eventually evicted). 

Touch and go circumstances, in 
other words, haven’t been unusual 
for Darnell and his compatriots, but 
many of them have nevertheless 
maintained respectable artistic 
careers. (High Risk’s alums, for 
example, include the late Tracy 
Rhoades, who danced with Della 
Davidson, and Scott Wells, who 
formed his own company several 
years ago.) After his escape from 
San Francisco, in fact, Darnell him¬ 
self landed feet First up in a teaching 
position at Duke University. 

Pearl Ubungen’s company, 
meanwhile, also bases its work in 
an exploration of “serious contem¬ 
porary social issues,” and, if 
Ubungen isn’t a garage dancer, she 
and her troupe nevertheless take 
their work to the streets - literally. 
Her Performances in the Gutter, 
for example, brought audiences to 
a Tenderloin alley, and No Justice, 
No Peace! was an outdoor 
response to the Rodney-King-beat- 
ing verdict. Refugee’s location - 


and, perhaps more importantly, its 
milieu - was the UN Plaza fountain 
and surrounding public square. 

What Sleeping Dogs and 
Refugee also share, ironically, is 
that the movement itself is often 
the least powerful aspect of the 
work. Ubungen’s dancers, more 
than not, were preoccupied with 
managing Refugee’s tricky props 
and punishing physical environ¬ 
ment, and Sleeping Dogs trades 
almost exclusively in the run- 
jump-catch-slide-push vocabulary 
of contact improvisation. (An 
exception is a solo for Ryan 
Gailbreath that takes place almost 
entirely on the floor. It’s one of the 
few moments when the movement 
in Sleeping Dogs extends beyond 
the limited metaphors of contact 
improv - conflict, rejection, mutu¬ 
al support - and Gailbreath’s 
gamin, inward quality makes his 
performances both vulnerable and 
intensely private.) 

But there is danger in both 
works that can’t help but pull view¬ 
ers to the edge of their seats. In the 
case of the High Risk Group, bod¬ 
ies are constantly hurling them¬ 
selves headlong across the room, 
but Darnell’s presence adds an 
even deeper, more affecting dimen¬ 
sion. As a dancer, Darnell has 
always been thin, pale, and rather 
frail-looking. As a result, when he 
puts himself on a stage, he can only 
come across as proud-hearted and 
defiant. 

Beyond that, Darnell literally 
exhausts himself in Sleeping Dogs. 
He’s panting 

uncontrollably two-thirds of the 
way through, it’s hard for him to 
stand up straight, and the look on 
his face mixes determination with 
just a little bit of fear: Maybe he’s 
going to get through this and 
maybe he isn’t. “Dangerous” dance 
like Darnell’s isn’t compelling for 
the same reason people seem so 
fond of going to car races - the 
chance that you might see a spec¬ 
tacular crash. Rather, Darnell’s 
work demonstrates the triumph of a 
strong mind and an indomitable 
spirit over a body that has prob¬ 
lems of its own. 

In Refugee , Ubungen takes her 
hazards a little more literally. In a 
section that details the flight of 
Mexican emigrants across the 
Tijuana River, her performers drag 
themselves over the immense mar¬ 
ble, blocks of the UN Plaza foun¬ 
tain on thick ropes, jets of water 
shooting them in the face and mak¬ 
ing the marble almost impossibly 
slippery. Later, a group of dancers 
chase down “illegals” with a 
rolling replica of the 10-foot,

Martin Rossiter of British Pop Sensation Gene 


Getting Away With It

artin Rossiter, lead 
singer of the British 
pop band Gene, likes 
to tell the tale of an 
American fan who kept comparing 
the sound of his band with the 
Smiths - that is until the fifth time 
he listened to Gene’s debut record, 
Olympian, and could no longer 
understand the comparison. 

As for me, it took about twice 
as many listenings to discern the 
difference between the two, but, 
admittedly, it was Gene’s similari¬ 
ty to that seminal, mid-’80’s 
Mancunian quartet that initially 
attracted me to the band. “Yes, the 
one question that we do get asked 
more than any other is, ‘Are you 
fed up with the Smiths compar¬ 
isons?”’ Rossiter admitted in a 
recent phone interview from 
London. “I think we could be com¬ 
pared to the Smiths as much as we 
could be compared to the Faces or 
the Pet Shop Boys. All three are 
influences, and I won’t bore you 
with the list of 700 others.” 

Though Gene claims to have 
many influences, the Smiths is the 
most obvious one, mostly because 
of the similarity between 
Rossiter’s voice and Morrissey’s, 
and because both artists tend to 
write woeful songs with melan¬ 
choly lyrics. In fact, in Britain, 
where Morrissey is affectionately 
known as “the Moz,” the music 
press has begun calling Rossiter 
“the Roz.” 

However, unlike Morrissey, 
Rossiter has never been one to 
play guessing games with the 
press. Although he says his lyrics, 
awash as they are in subtle homo¬ 
sexual imagery, speak for them¬ 
selves, Rossiter has been candid 
about his bisexuality. “I’ve never 
been deliberately ambiguous,” he 
said. “I actually want to be very 
clear. I don’t want to create a mys¬ 
tery persona to try and sell more 
records. I don’t want people to be 
discussing me as, ‘Well is he or 
isn’t he?”’ 

Still, some people just don’t get 
it. In fact, Rossiter, 25, has been 
somewhat agog over the curious 
responses he’s gotten to 
Olympian’s queer coming-out song 
“Left-Handed.” “I’ve had people 
come to me and say in all serious¬ 
ness, ‘It’s great that you’ve written 
a song about being left-handed.’ 
You feel like slapping them!” 

While it’s usually pretty clear 
what most of Rossiter’s lyrics are 
about, others are more oblique, 
open to interpretation. Some songs 
allude to the death of a loved one, 
suggesting allegories to AIDS. 
“Yes, I have known people who 
have died,” Rossiter shared. 
“Death is the one thing that truly 
frightens me. This may sound hor¬ 
ribly arrogant, but I can’t believe 
the world can exist without me. I 
don’t want to miss anything. And 
[my] songs reflect that fear. I sup¬ 
pose there are allegories to AIDS, 
but the form of death is almost

irrelevant. I don’t want to constrict 
the songs. I want them to translate 
to as broad a base as possible.” 

With songs that appeal to out¬ 
siders and malcontents, it’s not 


surprising to discover that Rossiter 
grew up in Watford, a boring, con¬ 
servative suburb of London. 
“There is this air of aggression

feet dupe with whom to do away 
with execrable hubby. And he does. 

To Die For is based loosely on 
the events in Joyce Maynard’s 
book about the true-life story of 
Pamela Smart, the 23-year-old 
New Hampshire schoolteacher 
who was convicted in 1991 of con¬ 
spiring with four high school stu¬ 
dents to kill her husband. In To Die 
For, screenwriter Henry has fore¬ 
shortened the events in the book 
and employed a narrative device in 
which characters - parents, friends, 
relatives, lovers - relay the story of 
Pamela’s/Suzanne’s crime on a 
tacky TV talk show that sends up 
our cultural obsession with psy¬ 
chobabblers Oprah, Ricki and 
Geraldo. 

As narrative devices go, this 
one is clever, for it allows director 
and writer to drive home their 
points about media dependency 
and tell a story at the same time. 
But Van Sant never gets around the 
built-in limitations of his scheme, 
and the result is characters who are 
more mannequin than human, 
which explains the severely limited 
range of human emotion in the film 
and, in turn, the simple-minded¬ 
ness of its satire. 

Noteworthy among To Die 
For’s stiffest creations, ironically, 
is its lead character, Suzanne 
Stone. Nicole Kidman pulls out all 
the stops in an attempt to breathe 
life into a beached whale, but the 
character is so thinly conceived by 
writer and director that our feelings 
for her are the same from begin¬ 
ning to end: we laugh whenever 
Suzanne is onscreen because she 
blurts inanities, mugs, winces and 
looks ever-so cute. But in being so 
lovable, quirky and perky, we find 
ourselves more entertained by her 
than compelled. Compare this brit¬ 
tle pseudovixen to the complex. 


multi-hued dragon lady Linda 
Fiorentino flung across the screen 
in last year’s The Last Seduction, 
or Faye Dunawaye’s richly-varie¬ 
gated performance in Network, 
also a media satire, and the differ¬ 
ence between fully developed 
characters and inert ones will be as 
plain as day. 

While there are few signs of 
intelligent life in most of this film’s 
cast, three other characters in To 
Die For reveal so much emotion 
that we suddenly think we’re 
watching a different film. Heavy- 
handed satire shifts without warn¬ 
ing to elegiac white-trash saga 
when Jimmy and his two cohorts, 
Lydia (Allison Folland) and Russell 
(Casey Affleck), Suzanne’s ostensi¬ 
ble interview subjects, are intro¬ 
duced. This teenage trio, a glittering 
spectacle of human waste, glides 
through the film like the ghosts of 
Van Sant films past, only here the 
usual suspects are greasier and 
more wasted than ever. But the 
characterizations are so spot-on, 
and the sense of despair around 
them so great, that the discordant 
note struck by the intersection of 
these characters with the film’s 
plastic ones is impossible to ignore. 
And as Van Sant’s camera becomes 
increasingly obsessed with his mis¬ 
creants’ faces and their pathetic 
lives we lose interest in Suzanne 
and her hard-boiled high jinks. 

To Die For wants to be impor¬ 
tant, controversial, relevant, but no 
one in control seemed to know 
how to shape the film. Is it a 
wicked comedy about a psychotic 
bimbo, or a tragedy about 
America’s burgeoning underclass? 
With no clear answer, it’s easy to 
tune out. T

Joaquin Phoenix, one a hilarious 
spectacle, the other a superb study 
in naturalness, the film would 
make little impression. 

To Die For follows Suzanne 
Stone (Nicole Kidman), a comely 
but slow-witted blonde who har¬ 
bors impossible dreams of becom¬ 
ing a big-time television journalist. 
A product of the TV generation, 
she wholeheartedly believes that 
“anybody who is anybody is on 
TV.” A couple of years out of high 
school, however, and all she’s got 
going for her is a two-bit job doing 
the weather on a local television 
station. To make matters worse, 
she’s tethered to hopelessly dull 
Larry (Matt Dillon), whose sole 
ambition in life is to inherit his 
father’s restaurant and raise a fam¬ 
ily. Her ambivalence over their 
relationship turns to hatred when 
Larry levels with Suzanne about 
her dwindling prospects for job 
offers from Barbara Walters and 
Diane Sawyer. He begs her to give 
up weather reporting and go to 
work in the family restaurant. 
Reality checks, we discover, are 
not Suzanne’s forte. 

When she meets bewildered 
highschooler Jimmy (Joaquin 
Phoenix), one of three interview 
subjects Suzanne uses in a docu¬ 
mentary film she cobbles together 
about teenagers and sex, unexpect¬ 
ed erotic sparks begin to fly and the 
embittered wife discovers the per-

Gomez-Pena's Borderama 

Boiling Point

Guillermo Gomez-Pena 
brought Borderama , his 
newest theater piece, to 
the Solo Mio Festival last week. A 
recipient of the prestigious 
MacArthur “Genius” Fellowship, 
Gomez-Pena has made it his life’s 
struggle to explore the relationship 
between the U.S. and its southern 
neighbors, focusing expressly on 
the idea that Latinos get the short 
end of the stick. 

Written by Gomez-Pena and 
performed in collaboration with 
Roberto Sifuentes, Borderama is a 
mostly beautiful and startling 
work. When the audience enters 
the theater, the piece has already 
begun. The stage is filled with bil¬ 
lowing fog, dead chickens dangle 
from above, and upstage center a 
skeleton hangs, as if on a cross. 
The stage is bathed in harsh red 
light and the air is filled with the 
loud, pounding sound of contem¬ 
porary samba/rap music combined 
with the soothing tones of 
Armenian flutes. 

Sifuentes and Gomez-Pena are 
already on stage. Gomez-Pena is 
wrapped up in a straightjacket, his 
face covered by a sombrero. 
Sifuentes pushes him around in a 
wheelchair. It’s incredibly startling 
and moving. This is the kind of 
atmosphere which tells the audi¬ 
ence it’s entering a strange new 
world. Then Sifuentes dons a mask 
before attacking and interrogating 
his collaborator. 

Spoken in Spanglish (a motley 
combination of Spanish and 


English), Borderama is simultane¬ 
ously self-referential and universal. 
Most of the audience, which was 
primarily composed of Latinos the 
night I saw it, was completely on 
Gomez-Pena’s wavelength. Every 
image he used is rooted in their cul¬ 
ture, and they appeared to sympa¬ 
thize completely with his pain, 
frustration and confusion at being 
an ill-treated immigrant. Gomez- 
Pena’s most vicious barbs are 
aimed at Gov. Pete Wilson’s anti¬ 
immigrant Proposition 187 and the 
North America Free Trade 
Agreement (NAFTA). 

Both Gomez-Pena and 
Sifuentes are spellbinding perform¬ 
ers. They fill the stage with such 
skillfully rendered emotion they’d 
be worth watching in practically 
anything. 

Like a lot of performance art, 
Borderama pushes its audience 
about as far as it can. Near the end, 
after the audience has been assault¬ 
ed with a barrage of language, 
light, sound, slides and images, the 
piece strains the limit of tolerance 
when Sifuentes beats a dead chick¬ 
en to pieces. Showing people 
destroying their own icons and, 
ultimately, themselves expresses 
the extent to which Latino frustra¬ 
tion has risen. It is not a pretty 
sight, but it is incredibly emotional. 

Gomez-Pena calls himself an 
iconoclast, but he is equally an 
iconographer. Rather than rejecting 
traditional uses of images, he recre¬ 
ates them in order to relate his spe¬ 
cific experience. Such activity 
makes his pieces, if not entirely 
accessible to everyone, thoroughly 
fascinating. ▼

barbed-wire-topped wall that the 
United States’ “Operation 
Gatekeeper” has caused to be 
installed across vast sections of the 
US/Mexico border. 

On the one hand, Refugee’s 
public, outdoor setting made for 
some bothersome logistical prob¬ 
lems. The audience - at least on 
Sunday afternoon’s performance - 
was too large to follow the per¬ 
formers around to the several areas 
where the action took place. It was 
difficult to see, and often difficult 
not to be in the way. 

On the other hand, it’s almost 
impossible to imagine Refugee 
being seen anywhere else. With the 
Farmers’ Market - many of whose 
vendors are refugees - surrounding 
the performance area, the pale blue 
UN flag flying overhead, the 
HIV/AIDS Vigil encampment in 
the background, and homeless men 
and women populating the grassy 
knolls along Market Street, 
Refugee became a series of mirrors: 
Life imitating art imitating life. 

At the end of Refugee, then, 
when the dancers wrap themselves 
in newspapers, plastic bags, and 
ratty blankets, and stretch out on 


the blocks at the edges of the foun¬ 
tain, the moment is breathtaking. 
We’ve observed this scene before, 
but Ubungen puts italics on it. 
When it’s over, her dancers get up 
and take bows; Mayor Jordan’s 
refugees, meanwhile, wait patient¬ 
ly for The fuss to end, so they can 
get back to napping in the only 
bedrooms they’ve got. 

Work like Sleeping Dogs and 
Refugee puts the lie to claims that 
politically-motivated dance and 
theater don’t work or can’t be 
watched. Granted, there’s plenty of 
art out there that is unworkable and 
unwatchable, but Ubungen and 
Darnell are definitely worth the 
risk. T

there that if you don’t entirely fit 
in, you must suffer dutifully,” 
explained Rossiter. “There’s this 
feeling of restriction, of not being 
able to go out and wear ridiculous 
gold shoes if you want to. You’re 
always looking over your shoul¬ 
der, about to be attacked by some¬ 
body from behind. I survived with 
guile. I have a good mouth and fast 
legs.” 

It makes sense that Rossiter 
found his escape through rock 
music. At the tender age of 8 he 


saw the Sex Pistols on Top of the 
Pops, which left an indelible 
impression on the boy’s mind. 
From that moment on Rossiter 
knew he was going to be a pop star. 
“It became completely obvious 
that it was a world where you were 
allowed to breathe,” the singer 
reflected. “It was a world where 
you could be yourself, where you 
could get away with it. And that 
was a very, very enticing draw.” ▼

Fruit 

Witness: An Exquisite Corpse; Summer 1995, $7 


T he creative folks behind the new queer journal Fruit have 
modeled their first issue after the Victorian parlor game of 
“Exquisite Corpse”: for inspiration they gave writers and 
artists one line each from the Defense’s opening statement 
in the (by now mythic) O.J. trial. Most contributors used their snip¬ 
pet as a jumping-off place, but several turned in meditations on the 
trial-of-the-century itself. 

For example, SF author Bob Gluck penned an essay which 
ruminates on the role of rumor and gossip in the murder case. “It’s 
interesting to me that 1 assumed Ronald Goldman was gay from the 
beginning. Why? That he was a waiter? An actor? That he was 
returning Nicole’s sunglasses?” To NYC poet Eileen Myles, justice 
is “a grey 19th-century word, covered with bird shit, standing in the 
park.” And Laurie Weeks is the wit responsible for The Secret 
Diaries of Paula Barbieri - one tidbit will have to suffice: “Dear 
Diary, If that fucking Faye Resnick thinks for one minute that I 
don’t know' what she’s up to ... Everyone in Hollywood knows she 
is an enormous Lesbian plus on drugs.... Also, is she black or white 
or WHAT?! I’m not prejudiced but it just bugs me.” 

“Idea Girl” Anne-christine d’Adesky and staff have corralled 
some bright talents for their interdisciplinary, designed-within-an- 
inch-of-ycuir-life glossy mag, and many of them have another con¬ 
temporary tragedy on their mind: as Avram Finkelstein reminds, “If 
there is a Trial of the Century, it is AIDS.” Tony Kushner’s prayer 
for a cure is heartfelt and moving. Bill Jacobson’s photographs of 
men out of focus are typically haunting. And Bill Dobbs and Sara 
Miles both document the on-going war on queer sex. Miles pre¬ 
sents, verbatim, notes from Health Dept, investigations which tar¬ 
geted NYC queer sex clubs. 

Fruit is juicy. Fruit is full of overripe imagery, seeds for 
thought, at least one hard pit. The corpses it invokes, however, are 
far removed from aesthetic games. Nothing in the journal tops the 
opening image of the fatal incisions slashed through the necks of 
Nicole Brown Simpson and Ronald Goldman. Rest in peace, inno¬ 
cents: your long nightmare is finally over. ▼—Roberto Friedman

Playwright Tony 
Kushner, author Sarah Schulman, 
poet Eileen Myles and author 
Robert Gluck were among the par¬ 
ticipants.

[the lesbian and gay writers’ con¬ 
ference], I was looking around at 
what was available. I went to a 
session with a lot of the writers 
and journalists I know. People 
were really unhappy with what 
they were seeing in the gay press. 
I work as an editor at Out, and I’m 
happy. We’re an important source 
of information and commentary 
on a lot of things, but it is a con¬ 
sumer-oriented magazine, which 
most of the gay press has become. 
It doesn’t take an editorialized 
political stance. People have this 
emotion, this concern — not just 
anger, but this need to talk more 
openly about things they were 
feeling. They weren’t finding the 
venue. 

So that's where you come in. 

My goal was to make some¬ 
thing that would encourage people 
to make work, and to respond. 
That remains my goal. The more 
people who take it on and decide 
it’s going to be a forum for them, 
the better. It’s not about profit. It’s 
a non-profit thing. We’re not 
going to make any money. I’m 
sure if we wanted to, we could, 
but that’s not at all what it’s about. 

Contemporary art gave us “the 
museum without walls.” Fruit 
seems to be the magazine without 
covers. 

We’re calling it a multimedia 
magazine because we’re asking 
people who work in different 
mediums to do work. The printed 
page is a particular medium, with 
its limitations. We had a small 
gallery exhibit here, for the visual 
work [paintings, photographs and 
videos]. And we’re now working 
with the Whitney Museum to put 
the entire magazine on a website. 
What we’re going to do with that 


is not reproduce the magazine but 
... to take people, to make them 
think, and to make these connec¬ 
tions, and to let them make their 
own comments. We want people 
to have an opportunity to tell us 
what they’re witnessing. It will 
become an open archive for as 
long as people want to contribute 
to it. The cyber option allows for a 
much wider community. I like the 
idea of its being very open and 
owned by everyone. 

Is Fruit a direct result of the e- 
mail revolution? 

E-mail is just a faster way of 
faxing. Before we could fax each 
other, we were calling each other 
on the phone. Before that, we 
were writing letters. It’s all a 
desire to communicate. A way to 
comment without having to think 
about something for six months. 
To just sort of say, “Oh, my God! 
What’s going on? We’ve got to get 
this out.” That’s the energy you 
find in a lot of political activism in 
our community. That’s how artists 
feel. They’re doing this because 
they feel compelled to transform 
the feelings or thoughts they have 
into something that reflects what 
they’re going through. 

The things that have moved me 
have that combination of ideas 
and passion and really caring. Not 
retreating into a silence because 
there isn’t a place in which to say 
something. We still need to say 
something. We can’t just let this 
go by. Let’s turn it around. Let’s 
take it apart. Let’s say what we’re 
feeling about it all. 

So the structure of the maga¬ 
zine is just a reflection of the 
available technology? 

I don’t just read magazines or 
books. I go to the movies. I listen 
to music. I get e-mail every day. 
I’m a multimedia person and I 
think most people are. I don’t 
think - not just in the lesbian and 


gay community, but generally - 
we present many options for peo¬ 
ple to hear from people working in 
all these different things at once. It 
tends to be pretty segregated. 
People who read literary journals 
don’t look at computer magazines, 
and activists don’t necessarily go 
to museums. 

And a lot of artists stay away 
from politics. 

Most writing in political jour¬ 
nals tends to be very dogmatic and 
prescriptive, even when it’s ana¬ 
lytical. It doesn’t tend to be that 
creative. Or allow for the kind of 
questioning or ambivalence or 
multiple contradictions of feelings 
and passions that most of us have 
about any given political issue or 
analysis. I don’t read most politi¬ 
cal journals. They’re utterly bor¬ 
ing. And yet I’m a very socially, 
politically conscious person. I 
care a lot about what’s happening. 
I care equally about the refusal to 
make any reference to homosexu¬ 
ality in the American public edu¬ 
cation system as I do about the 
return of nationalism and geno¬ 
cide in Bosnia. 

You’re able to make the con¬ 
nections. 

These things are related. 
They’re about narrow ways of 
thinking and being. How they 
affect me is really difficult to dis¬ 
sect, but it’s not separate - it’s 
multiple. By approaching it on a 
creative level, you get a more inti¬ 
mate, reflective, deep response 
than from reading the newspapers 
or looking at television images. 
People are engaged on a very 
deep, personal level, but there’s 
very few places for them to 
express that. There’s not any kind 
of consistent public or community 
dialogue. Very rarely is there even 
a private dialogue for a lot of peo¬ 
ple. 


That lack of dialogue is pre¬ 
cisely what gets a lot of people 
down. 

Even though this is a time 
many people would think of as 
bad, in that a lot of bad things are 
happening, depending on where 
you are on the planet in any point 
in history, things are bad or good. 
What you do with them is the 


more important thing. This time is 
also very ripe. It sharpens the divi¬ 
sions between people. It makes 
you see what side you’re on. You 
can transform it. That’s always 
where you see the most interesting 
production of culture, ideas, and 
things that advance. ▼
